ABROGATING 


THE 


® HE TEST impoſed upon all 
Members of Parliament, O&o- 
ber 30. 1678. ought (I hum- 
'bly conceive ) to be repeal'd 
for theſe Reaſons ; 

Firſt, Becauſe -it doth not 
only diminiſh, but utterly de- 
ſtroy the natural Rzghts of Peerage, and turns 
the Birth-right of the Engliſh Nobzlity into a 
precarious Title : So that what was in all for-' 
mer Ages only forfeited by Treaſon, 'is now-at 
the mercy of every Fattion or every Paſſzon in 
Parliament. And therefore. how. uſeful fſoever 
the Tef# might have been in its ſeaſon, it ſpme 


B time 
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time muſt prove a very ill Precedent againſt the 


Rights of Peerage ; for if it may be allow'd in 
any Caſe, there is no Caſe in/ which it may not 
be impaſed. 

And therefore I remember that in the Firſt 
Tranſubſtantiation-Teſt, Anno Dom. 1673, the 
Rights of Peerage are | indeed according to con- 
ſtant Cuſtom | ſecurd by Proviſo. P2ovided 
always, That neither this Act , no2 any- 
thing therein contained, ſhall extend, be judg- 
cd, 02 wnterpzeted auiy Ways to hurt o2 pegit- 
dice the Peerage of any Peer of this Reaim, 
02 to take away any right, power, p2ivilege 
02 p20,” Which any perion | being a Prevx of 
this Realm] hath o2 ought toenjop by reaſon

And in the Year 1675. when this Teſt or Oath 


of Loyalty was brought into the Houſe of Peers, 
That it is not lawful upon auy Pretence whatſoever 
to take up Arms againſt the King , and by his Au- 


thority agarnſt his Perſon, it was vehemently pro- 


teſted againſt as a Breach of Privilege. 


No body could except againſt the Majtzy of 
the-Teſt it ſelf,, much leſs:the Nobility, who bad 
generally taken it upon the: Accounr--of their: 
ſeveral Truſts m the Militia. So that the only 
Debate was, Whether the very Propoſal of it, 
as- a Qualification tor a. Right to. (It in. Pariiament, 

were 
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were hot a Breach of the frndamental Right of 
Peerage '? And after ſome Debates wpon the Point 
of Peerage it was, without ever entring into the 
Merits of the Cauſe it ſelf, thrown out by an 
unanimous Vote of the Houſe, April 21. 165g.-Be- 
fore the putring of the Queſtion , this PR O- 
TESTATION is entred.

« Opinion the higheſt Invaſion of the Liberties and

&« ought to enjoy as Members of Parliament. 
&« Becauſe the Privilege of Sitting and Voting 
« in Parliament 3s an Honour. they hawe by Birth ;

| wt OUVARE, How. many of thoſe Noble 
Journal Lords voted for the. Teſt in 1678. and then, 
Book. whether if they have preſerved their Rights of 
Peerage, they have preſerv'd its Honour too ? 
But the Debate was kept up many Days, 
till at laſt, April 30. 1675. it came to this Il- 
{ue. 
It was at laſt reſolved, That no Oath  ſball 
by this Bill be impoſed ; and pals'd into a FS 
NG Order 
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Order by the whole Houle, Nemrine contradicente, 
as followeth. 

« Order'd by the Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
&« ral in Parliament aſſembled, That no Oath ſball 
« be impoſed by any Bill or otherwiſe, upon the 
« Peers with a Penalty in caſe of Refuſal to. loſe 
« their Places. and Votes in Parliament, or b- 
« berty of Debates therein ; and that this Order be 
* added to the flanding Orders of this Houſe. 


Secondly, Tt ought to be repealed, becauſe of 
its diſhonourable Birth and Original; it being 
the Firſt-born of Oats's Plot, and brought forth 
on purpoſe to give Credit and Reputation to the 
Perjury. 

Now I ſhould think that when the Villainy of 
that is (o fully laid open to the World, it ſhould 
not a little concern the Honour of the - Nation, 
but very much concern the Howour and Wiſdom 
of the Houſe of Peers, to deface io great a 
Monument erected by them(clves in honour of 
ſo grols an Inpoſtare. | 

It is Shame enough to the- preſent Age to 
have given any publick Credit to. ſo. enormous a 
Cheat, and the greateſt Kindneſs it can do it ſelf, 
s to deſtroy, as much as may' be; all” the: Re- 
cords of Acts.done by the Government to abett ir. 

What will Poſterity judge of the preſent No- 
brity, to ſee ſuch. an wnprefidented Law , not 

only 
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only :enated upon fo foul an'Occafton ; bur af- 
ter the Diſcovery of the Cheat, aſſerted with 
Hear and Zeal, though to the Subverſion of their 
own fundamentdl Rights and Privileges? | 

Beſides, the Remuan-Catholick Peers have ſaffered 
ſeverely enough already by their own honou- 
rable' Houſe's giving Credit to fo dull an Im- 
poſture : And I think it is the leaſt Compenſari- 
on that they can'in Honour make ther, only to 
reſtore 'em to their natural Rights. 

What will foreign Nations and futare Apes 
think of the Injuſtice and Barbarity of the pre- 
ſent Poerage, to ſuffer Emglih Noblemen to be 
ſiript of the greateſt Privilepe of their Brrth-right 
by fo unheard of a Villainy ? And when: it is in 
their Power to fee their injur'd Peers redrefied, 
that they ſhould not only fafter- *'em to be ſo 
baſely robb'd . of their Peerage, but ſhould for 
ever eſtabhih and ratify - the Fraud by Authority 
and force of Law. 

This. wou'd be an eternal National Reproach, 
and ſuch a Blot upon the Houſe of Peers, that no 
length of Time cou'd! wear away ; © nothing but 
the Univerſal.Conflagration could deſtroy. - 


\ Thirdly, Tt ought: to be repealed becauſe” of 
the zncontpetent: Authority by which 'the Lav was 
enacted : It is a Law of an Eecleſtaſtical Natare, 
made without the Anthority of the Church, con- 

, trary 
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trary to the Ptactice of the Chriftian World in all 


Ages, and indeed to: our Saviours own Commil- 
ſion, who ſetled all Power of Government, and 
eſpecially the Legiſlative ( which is the higheſt 
AQ of it ) upon the Officers of: his own Kingdom ; 
ſo that for any other Order of Men, to afſuine 
the Exerciſe of any ſuch Authority to themſelves, 
is no leſs than to. depoſe him from his Throne, 
by diſowning, neglefting,. and affronting his Com- 
miſſion to his Catholick Church. 

This Power of making Decrees concerning 
Divine Verities, is the very Foundation upon 
which the whole Fabrick of the Chriftian Church 
hath hitherto-ſtood; and is to: ſtand to the End 
of the World. For if it be once taken away, as 
hete it is,” there is no peculiar Government left to 
the Church it felf, and without Gowveramem there 
can/be rio.Society, or Band of Union; and with- 
out that, there remains nothing but Confuſion : 
So dangerous: a Treſpaſs is it for the Temporal 
Powers to entrench upon this lacred Prerogative 
of the Holy Catholick Church. | 

. The Ciz/il Power may reſtrain the Exercile of it, 


as they ſhall judge meet for the Ends of Peace, ant 


the Intereſt of the Common-Wealth, and puniſh 
it too, at their own Diſcretion, if it ſhall any 
way preſume to eatrench upon 'the Power of the 
State. 


But tho' it may prevent or correct Abuſes, yer 


it 
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it cannot uſurp the Power it ſelf without manifeſt 
Sacrilege and Blaſphemy; in ſhort, this is ſuch a 
daring Invaſion of our Sawviour's own Kingdom, 
that nothing more imports Chriſtian Kings and 
Governours, than to be wary and cautious how 
they lay Hands upon it. 

Neither can it be pleaded this Law was con- 
ſented to by the Biſhops ( to their Shame ) in the 
Houſe of Lords. For Furſt, it being an Eccleſs- 
aſtical Law, it ought to have been antecedently 
enacted by them, without any Lay-concurrence ; 
and when they had firſt decreed it by their own 
proper Authorrty, Then, and not before then, was 
it lawful for the Parhament to take-it into their 
Conſideration, and as they judged fit, 'to abett 
It with temporal Penalties. 

Which Practice ( as I have before mentioned ) 
was ever moſt religiouſly obſerved by all Chri- 
ſtian Kings and Princes, and never before viola- 
ted, but by Apoſtates and Rebel Parliaments. 

But then Secondly, The Biſhops fit not in the 
Houſe of Lords as Biſhops , but as Temporal Ba- 
rons, and fo act not there by virtue of any Pow- 
er derived from our Bleſſed Saviour, but from the 
meer Grace and Favonr of the King; And if they 
themſelves ſhou'd pretend to exerciſe any Eccleſt- 
aſticil Authority in that Place, they would moſt 
ſcandalouſly betray, and as much as in 'em 
Iyes, deſtroy the very Being of a Chriſtian Churoh, 


and 
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and profanely pawn the Biſhop to the Lord: Be- 
ſides, that laſtly by the Law of England the Ec- 
cleftaſtical Power is ſetled in Conwocation; fo 
that to EnaCt any thing of that Nature with- 
out their Conſent, is to betray the Rights of the 
Church of England as by Law eſtabliſhed in par- 
ticular, as well as of the Church Catholick in 
General. 


Fourthly, Te ought to be repealed becauſe of 
the uncertainty and Falſbood of the Matters con- 
tained in the Declaration it ſelf; as, | 

Firſt, That there is ne Tranſubſtantiation in 
the Sacrament of our Sxviour's Body and Blood. 

. And Secondly, That the Invocation of Saints and 
the Mother of God is Idolatry: Both which Propo- 
fitions are by this Law to be ſolemnly and  fin- 
cerely in the Preſcnce of God profelled, teſtifyed, 
and declared, which in Conſcience is the {ame 
thing with a formal Oath, whatever it is in Law. 

| Now to oblige the whole Nobility of a Na- 
tion, to ſwear to the Truth of ſuch abſtruſe and 
uncertain Propoſitions, which they neither do nor 
cn, nor indeed owght to underſtand, and this 
upon Penalty of forfeiting the Privileges of their 
Birth-right, is {uch- a monſtrous and inhumane 
Piece of Barbarity as could never have enter'd 
into the Thoughts of any Man, but the infamous 


Author of it, neither into his ( as malicious as his 
| C Nature 
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Nature was ) but in his fierce Purſuit of Prin 
Blood; for that was the only Defign of all his 
Adtions after the ſtarting of Tu Otefian Villainy 
C of which this Feft was the firſt Sacraxrent ) to 
purſue and hunt down the Heir of the Crown, 
which alt the World knows, and is now fatished, 
he ſought by numberleſs Peryucies, tho' by no- 
thing more as this Teſt, by which he ſtript his 
Royal Highneſs of the Guards of his moſt faithful 
Friends; and when he was left alone, it was 'an 
ealy matter to come to his Perſon, and in him 
to the Monarcby; lo that the very next thing that 
followed inunediately upon it, was the black Bill 
of Excluſion : And next to that it was the very 
Maſter-piece of little Achitophel's Wickeduels. 
But to return to my Ar _ 

What is meant by Tranſubftantiation is a __ 
altogether unkyown and: uncertain, eſpecnlly t 
the Perſons chiefly concerned, the Nobility Be 
Gentry of the Kingdom: It is a Word and a No- 
tion chiefly handled by the Schoolaren and Meta- 


phyſicians Skill , in whoſe Writings is the leaſt 


part of a Gentlemans Education, their Learning 
is more polite and practicable in the civil Afﬀairs 
of Humane Life, to underſtand the Rales of Ho- 
zour and the Laws of their Country, the Practice 
of Mzrtial Diſcipline, and the Examples of great 
Men in former Ages, and'by them to {quare their 


ewn Actions in their reſpective Stations, and the 
like; 
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like; but for the Wars berween Scots and Tho- 
mas Aquinas, the Nominalifts and the Realiſts,aud 
the ſeveral Common-wealrtis in the ayes! 
World, they arenot more beyond than they are 
below their Knowledye, and yet thele numberleſs 
Sets of Difputers do not quarrel and differ 
more about any one thitig, than the Notion of 
Tranſubſtantiation. 

How unreaſonable a ching then is it, to m- 
poſe it upon the Nobility and Gentry of a whole 
Nation under Forfeiture of all their Share in the 


Government, to abjure a thing that is morally im- 


paſſbie for them to anderſtand? This ſeems too 
Id and profane an Aﬀront to Al:nighty God, 
in whoſe Preſence the Proteſtation is made ; and 
only declares that Men will ſwear any thing, 
they know not what, before the great Searcher 
of Hearts, rather than loſe any worldly Intereſt : 
And I dare appeal to the Honourable Mem- 
bers of both Houfes, if ( when they confider ſe- 
riouſly with themſelves ) they have any diſtin&# 
Idea or Notion mn their minds of the thing they 
here ſo ſolemnly. renounce. . I -fanſie if every 
Man were obliged to give his own account of it, 
whatever Tranſubſtantiation may be, it would

The two Fathers of rather Mid-wifes of the 
ficſt Tranſubſtantiation Teſt, in the Year 1673. 
were the two - famonts Burgeſſes of Oxon, who

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brought it forth without ſo much as conſulting 
their learned Vniverſity, How much the Gen- 
tleman Burgeſs underſtood, I can only gueſs; 
but I am very apt to believe, that his Brother, 
the Alderman, ( if the Tryal were made ) can- 
not ſo much as pronounce the word, much. tels 
hammer out the Notion. In ſhort, there ſeems 
to be but a prophane Lewity in the whole matter, 
and a ſhameleſs abuſe put upon God and Religi- 
on, to carry on the wicked deſigns of a Rebel 
Fattion, as the Event hath proved. 

But 'for the true ſtate of this Matter, I fiad 
my ſelf obliged to give a brief hiſtorical Account 
of the Riſe and Progreſs of this Controverſie of 
Tranſubſtantiation ; which when I have done, the 
reſult and ſfumm of the account will be, that 
there is no one thing in which Chriſtendom 
more both agrees and diſagrees. All parties con- 
ſent in the thing, and differ in the manner. 

And here the Hiſtory will branch it ſelf into 
Two parts : 

I. As the Matter is ſtaced in the Church of 
Rome. 

IT. As it hath been determined in the Prote- 
ſtant Churches. | 

Where the firſt part will ſub-divide it ſelf

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terminations of the Church about it. And, 
2ly. The Scholaſtical account, or - the various 
Diſputes, of the Schoo'-men among themſelves in 
their Cells and Cloyſters, none of which were 
ever vouched by the Authority of the Church : 
And when I have repreſented the whole . matter 
of Fact, I may ſafely leave it to the Honour and 
Wiſdom of the Nation to judge, whether of 


all-chings in the World Tranſubſtantiation be 


not the unfirteſt thing in it to ſet up for a State 
TEST? | 

In the firſt place then it is evident to all Men, 
that are but ordinarily converſant in Ecclefiaſti. 
cal Learning, That the ancient Fathers, from 
Age to Age aflerred the real and ſubſtantial Pre- 
ſence in very high and expreflive terms. ' The 
Greeks ſtiled it, Ms@60An, ue@&evIpuris, peG- 
FREVAT PEG, MEGTOINTIG, M@5ooN chu ic. 

And the Latins agreeable with the Greeks; 
Converſion, Tranſumtation, Transformation, Trans- 
fignration, Tranſetementation, and at length, Tran. 
ſubſtantiation : By all which they expreſſed nothing 
more nor lels than the real and ſubſtantial Preſence 
in the Fuchariſt. | 

But to repreſent their Affertions at large, would 
= a_ much too long a Diſcourſe for this ſhort 

And therefore I ſhall only give:an'-ac- 
count of it \from the time that it firſt became a

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| [11 And: the firſt Man that made it a publick 

bi Diſpute, 'was Berengarins, Archdeacon of An- 
u _ |, gers, in the Eleventh Century, abour the Year 
1047, Who pleaded in his own behalf, the Au- 
thority of a Jearned Man, Johannes Scotus Eri- 
gena, who paſſed without- Cenfure in the. Ninth 
Century ; but, to paſs him by, it is certain, that 
Berengarins pnblickly deniyed the Dodrine of 
the Real and Subſtantial Preſence of the Body 
and Blood of Chriſt; and' refolved the whole 
Myſtery into a mere Type and Figure ; for this 
he is condemned of Herefie in the Year rog0, 
1n- a Council: at Rome , under Leo the Ninth ; 
[|| and in the fame Year, in a Synod at Verſeltes, and 
"I another at Paris; and afterwards by Vifdor the 
Second, in the Year 1055. Upon which Beren- 
garins, in-a Council held at Toxrs, in the ſame 
Year, ſubmitted, and ſolemaly recanted his Opis - 
non, 

But ſoen relapſing, Pope Nicbolas the Second, 
ſummons a Council at Rowe, of 113 Biſhops, 
in; the Year 1059, where Berengarizns abyures. 
his, Opuyon in this form, . 27%, © That he Anathe- 
« matizes that Opinion, that aſſerts, That the 
« Bread and; Wine, after the Canſecration upon the 
« Altar, is only a Sacrament, and. not the true | 
« Body and Blood of our Lord Teſwus Chriſt ; and 
« that 'it is -not ſenſibly handled, and broke by 
< the ha. s hands, = ſo eaten by the Es 


© ncants. 
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a xicants. And this declaration he ſeals with 
an Oath to the bleſſed Trinity upon the Evan- 
gehſt-. 

But upon the Death of Pope Nicholzs, or 
rather of King Herry the Firft of France, a 
vehement Enemy of Berengarirs his Dor: ine, 
( who therefore had ſummoned the fore-mentt- 
oned feveral French Councils againſt him ) 
Berengarins retarns to his old Principles, and 
publickly juſtifies them, in writing, tothe World. 
For which he is cenſured by ſeveral Provincial 
Councils. | 

But then. Gregory the Seventh, ſucceeding m 
the Apoſtolick Sce, calls a Counct at Rome in 
the Year 1078, in which Berengarizs abjures 
again, much after the ſame form with the for. 
mer abjurarion. But Pope Gregory ( not fatis- 


fied with the fame generat Confeffion, bÞ the 


ſubſtantial Preſence, that he had already cluded ) 

m a fecond Conncit, held the Year Following,

This is indeed a pretty bold Aflertion of the 
ſubſtantial Preſence ;' but as to the Modis of it, 
it is evident, that he durſt not venture to de- 

ne it, as himſelf declares m his Commentaries 
upon the Goſpels, where after having recited ſe- 
veral * Opinions about it, he concludes, © But 
&« theſe ſeveral ſurmiſes. I ſhall not purſue, i 1s 
« enough that the ſubſtance of the Bread and 


 « Wine are converted into the ſubſtance of the 


&« Body and Blood of Chriſt ; but as to the Modus 
« of the Conwerſion, Iam not aſhamed to canfeſs 
« my Ignorance. And ſo ended this Controver- 
ſie at that time ; Berengarins ever after hving 
peaceably.; and about Eight Years after ; dying 
12 the, Communion: of the Church.  :, 

But about this time Ariſtotle's Phileſophy was 
brought into Exrope, out of Arabia, as it was 
tranſlated, into.the Arabick Tongue: by Averroes, 
Azicenna, and pthers, and out of them tranſlated 
inte Latin; .for the Greek Language was at 
that time utterly loſt in thoſe Weſtern parts of 
the, Wor'd.., This being then a mighty novelty, 
the 'School-men, that were the only pretenders to 
Learning at that time, embraced it with a-gree- 
dy and. imp'icit Faith, ſuppoſing it the- very 
Cel of all Philoſophick Knowledge; and 

therefore 
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therefore {et themſelves to mix and blend it with 
the-Dodctrines of the Chriſtian Schools; and by 
its Rules and Maxims to Explain all the Articles 
of the Chriſtian Faith. 

Among the reſt, he had one very odd Noti- 
on, ſingular to himſelf, from all the other Phi- 
loſophers of Greece, viz. That every ſubſtance was 
compounded of matter and form; and that theſe 
two were really diftin& from one another ; and 
then that the quantity of every Body was really 
diſtin& from the ſubſtance of it, and ſo diſtin&t as 
to be ſeparable from 1t : And laſtly, That all other 
Qualities, Accidents, and Predicaments were found- 
ed not in the Subſtance, but in the Quantity ; and 
therefore in all change of Afﬀeairs ever fol'owed 
its Fortunes. 

Now the Catholick Church having in «ll 
Ages aſſerted the real and ſubſtantial Preſence ; 
Oh, ſay they (to ſhew their deep new Leatn- 
ing ) That is to be underſtood in the Ariſtote- 
lian way, by ſeparating the Form of the Bread 
from the Matter ; but chiefly by ſeparating the 
inward Subſtance of Bread, from its outward 
Quantity, and its retinue of Qualities. 


This was the Rile of Philoſophick or Scholaftick 


 Tranſubſtantiation, that the Quantity and Acci- 


dents of the Bread are pared off from' all the 
Subftance, and ſhaped and moulded a-new, fo 
as to cover an humane Body: And after this 
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they run into. an infinite Variery of Diſputes 
and Hypotheſes among themlelves ; (o that till 
the Laſt Age, it hath been the chict cntertain- 
mert of all pretenders to Philoſophy in Chrt 
ſtendom. - 

Rupertas Abbot of Dentſch, a Vil'age upon 
the 'Rhine, lying on the other fide of the River, 
againſt the City of Cologne, a Man of great 
reputation for Learning in that Age, makes out 
the Philoſophy of the Thing, by the Union of 
the Word, or ' Divine Nature , that is Omni- 

reſent with the Bread and Wine ; and it is that 
Unity ( he ſays ) that makes it one Body with 
that in Heaven : And withal, that it 1s as 'eaſe 
for our Saviour to aſſume, or unite himſelf to one 
as the other ; and when that is done, they are both 
one body ; becauſe they are both his Body. This 
was fine and curious, but not Ariſtotelian enough 
for that Age; in which that Philoſophy was fer 
up as the Standard of humane Wiſdom, by the 
Beanx Eſprits : Among theſe, Petrus Abelardys 
Þzin'd a: mighty Name and Reputation for his 
$&kill in theſe /new found Philoſophick Curioſities, 
tho' otherwiſe a Man verſed ( much beyond 
the Genius of that Age ) in Polite Learning ; 
bur being of 'a proud and aſſuming Nature, he 
foon' drew upon himſelf the Envy of the leſs 
Learned Monks ; which coft him a long fcene 
of Troubles, as he hath clegantly deſcribed 


them, 
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them, in his Book of his own Perſecutions. 
But among many other ſingularities to main- 
tain the ſeparation of the matter from the forme, 
and the ſubſtance from the accidents in the Sa- 
crament of the Altar he is forced to make ule 
of this ſhift, That upon the Separation of the 
Subſtance, the Accidents that cannot ſubſiſt of 
themſelves, are ſupported by the Air. 


But. then comes Peter Lombard, Anno 1 140: 1 jb. 4. diſt. 
Grand Maſter of the Sentences, and Father of the 10. 


next race of Schoo|-men, who indeed proves the 
real and ſubſtantial Preſence out of the —_—_ 
particularly. St. Auſtin and St. Ambroſe ; bu 

when he comes to explain the mariner of by 
whether it be a formal or material change ; 
whether the ſubſtance of the Bread and Wine 
be reduced into its firſt matter, or into nothing, 
and the like, his concluſion is, definire non ſuf- 
ficio : © T preſume not to determine ; and therefore 
« quitting theſe uncertain things, this I certainl 
« know from Authorities, viz. That the ſubſtance 
« of the Bread and Wine, are converted into the 
« ſubſtance of the Body and Blood of Chriſt ; but 
* as for the manner of the Converſion, we are not 
* aſhamed to confeſs our Ignorance, But if you 
inquire in what ſubje&# the Accidents ſubſiſt, he 
an{wers bcuicelly ( mii wvidetur ) that they 


ſabſiſt without any ſubje& at all. 
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Bur it was agreed in all Schools, T hat what- 
ever became of the Subſtance the Accidents re- 
mained: And that all outward Operations 
terminated there ; and that only they were brok- 
en and eaten. 

But as for the ſubſtance of the Bread and Wine, 
ſome were for its permanency with the Sub- 
ſtance of the Body and Blood, ſome for its 
Annihilation,” ſome for phyſical Converſion. But 
then theſe Curiolites were kept. in the Schools, 
where witty Men, for want of more uſeful Im- 
ployment entertained and amuſed themſelves , 
with theſe fine ſubtleties of rhought: But then 
they were confined within the Schools and ne- 
ver admitted ſo much as to ask the Authority 
of the Church. 

In the next Age comes that young and aCtive 
Pope, Innocent the Third, who ſucceeded to the 
See, Anno 1198. in the Thirty ſeventh Year of 
of his Age, having been made Cardinal in the 
Twenty ninth. 

In the Eighteenth Year of his Reign he ſum- 
moned the famous Fourth, or great Council of 
Lateran, at which were preſent above 400 Bi- 
ſhops, Metropolitans and Patriarchs ,, beſides 
Embaſſadors from all Princes in Chriſtendom, 
for recovery of the Holy Land, Extirpation of 
Hereſies, and for Reformation of the Church: 
In this Council the Word Tranſubſtantiate is firſt 

uſed 


the TEST. 


uſed in a Decree of the Church, to expreſs the 
real or ſubſtantial Preſence of the Body and 
Blood of Chriſt in the Sacrament, under the 
ſpecies of Bread and Wine : Where, in the De- 
cree againſt the Hereſie of the Albigenſes, who 
denied the Real Preſence, it is Enacted, © That 
« the Body and Blood of Chrift, are really con- 
&« tained under the ſpecies of Bread and Wine : The 
<« Bread being Tranſubſtantiated into the Body, 
& and the Wine into the Blood, by the Power of 
« God. But though the Council uſed the word 
to Expreſs. the. Myſtery, they did not ſo much 
as define its ſignification, much lels the nature of 
the thing. It was a word that at. that time ( it 
ſeems) was in faſhion, having been made uſe 
of by ſome of. the more Polite Writers -of the 
Ape. 

os give the honour of the Invention to Paf- 
chaſms Radbertus, ſome to Petrus Bleſenſis, and 
ſome to others; but being a word in Vogue 
among learned Men, the Council made uſe of 
it as a Term of: Art, inſtead of. the old word, 
Tranſelementation, that had hitherto kept its pot+ 
. ſeſſion among both Greeks and Latins. 

It is pity the Greek Copy of this Canon is 
loſt, whereas all the reſt. are preſerved : For it 
we had the Greek word that: anſwered to the 
Latin, 1t might have given us ſome more Jight 
tto the thing. However, this was all that was 


defined . 
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defined by Innocent the Third, or by the Coun- 
cil of Lateran ; for it is. much diſputed by 
learned Men, who was the Author of thoſe Ca- 
nons, many contending that they were drawn 
up after the Council, becauſe they ofren quote, 
and appeal to its Decrees. 

This is the. chief Argument of the Learned 
and the Loyal William Barclay, and others againſt 
them. Bur if theſe learned Men had conſidered 
a little furcher, and looked back to the Third 
Council of Lateran, they would have found all 
the Canons cited in this extant in that: So that 
only ſome Canons of the Third Council, are 
revived and ratified in this Fourth : And after 
the clearing of this Objection, I can fee no 0- 
ther material Exception againſt them. 

But to proceed; this word having gain'd the 
Authority of fo great a Council, and bcing put 
into the Decretals of the Church, by Gregory 
the Ninth, in honor of his Unc'e Innocent the 
Third, it ſoon gained univerſal ufage among 
the Latins, and-was adopted into the Catalogue 
of School Terms; and was there hammer'd into 
a Thouſand ſhapes and forms, by thoſe Maſters 
of Subt!ety : And upon it St. Thomas of Aquin 
eres a new Kingdom of his own, againſt the 
old Lombardian Empire; but long he had not 
Reigned, when Scotzs, our ſubtle Country-man, 
ſect up againſt him. And whatcver St. Thomas 
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of Aquin aſſerted, for that reaſon only, he con- 
tradicted him ; lo that they two became the 
very Ceſar and Pompey of the Schoo!s, almoſt 
all the great Maſters of Diſputation from 
that time, fighting under one of their com- 
mands; and what intelligible Philolophy both 
parties vented about the Subſtantial or Tranſub- 


ſftantial Preſence, upon ſuppolition of the real 


difference between Matter and Form, Subſtance 
and Accidents, would be- both too ' nice and roo 
tedious to recite; only in general the Thomiſts 
maintain the Tr -anſumtation of the Elements; the 
Scotiſts, the Annihilation; and they proceed to 
abſtra&t ſo long, till they could not only ſepa- 
rate the 'Matter and Form, and Accidents of the 
Bread from one another, but the Panecizy or Bread- 
iſhnels it ſelf trom them all, and founded a new 
Utopian) World of Metapliyſick and Specitick 
Entities and Abſtracts. 

Thus far I have, -as briefly as I can, repre+ 
ſented rhe Scholaſtick Hiſtory of this Argument; 
in which the Authorwy of the Church is not at all 
concerned ; having gone no farther thatiro aflign 
or appropriate a Word to fignifie ſuch a thing ; 
but all along declaring the Thing it (elf to be 
beyond the compaſs of a Definition. I know 
'tis commonly ſaid, that the Council of Trent 
hath preſumed to define the Modus ; and learned 
Men (I know not by what fatal over-light ) 


take 
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take it up on truſt one from another; and 
the Detinition is generally given in-theſe Terms: 
T kat, 

Tranſubſtantiation is wrought by the Annihi- 
lation of the ſubſtance of the Bread and Wine, 
the Accidents remaining : To the which Annihi- 
lation ſucceeds the Body and Blood of Chriſt, 
under the Accidents of Bread and Wine. 

So the Biſhops of Durham and Wincheſter re- 
preſent itz ſo Mr. Alix, and the Writers.of his 
Church, and not only ſo but contrary to the ſence 
of all other Churches, they confound the Real Pre- 
ſence with Tranſubſtantiation, as this learned Man 
hath done through his whole Diſputation upon 
it, -uſing-the very words promiſcuouſly (as indeed 
all-cthe modern-Followers of Calvin do) and charg- 
ing the ſame abſurdities upon both, and imputing 
the firſt Invention of the Real Preſence to Nico- 
las the Second, and Gregory the Seventh, in their 
Decrees againſt Berengarius. But I cannot but 
wonder how ſo many learned Men ſhould with 


ſo much aſſurance fanſie to themſelves ſuch a 


Definition in the Treut Counci!, of the Modus of 
Tranſubſtantiation, by the Annibilation of the 
Subſtance, and the Permanency of the Accidents, 
when the Fathers of that Council were fo far 
from any ſuch Deſign, That they delign'd no- 
thing more carefully, than to avoid all Schola- 


Nick Definitions. The ſubtil Diſputes about 
the 
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the Modus exiſtendi ( as they termed it ) between 
the Dominicans and Franciſcans in that Counctl 
are deſcribed at large by Father Paolo himſelf in 
the Fourth Book of his Hiſtory. But withal, he 
ſays, they were extreamly. Diſpleaſing and Offen- 
five to the F:thers, but moſt of all-tro the N U N- 
CIO himſe't ; and therefore it was reſolved in a 
Gene-al Congregation to determine the Matter 
in as few and general Terms as poflible, to of- 
ſend neither Party, and avoid Contentions ; arid 
when, notwithſtanding this Decree, they fell in> 
to new Diſputes, they are check'd by the Fa- 
mous Biſhop of Bitnto, who was one of the chief 
Compile:s of the Canons, telling them they came 
thither to condemn Hereſtes, not to define Scho- 
laſtick Niceties. And accordingly in the very 
Firſt Chapter of the 13th. Seffion, in which this 
Article was defined, when they determined the 
Real Prelence; they at the fame time declare 
the Exiſtend; Ratio to be incffable; and in the 
4th. Chapter, where Tranſubſtantiation is decreed, 
_the Canon runs:thus : That, 

«* By the Conſecration of the Bread and Wi ine, 
* there is .4 Converlion of the whole Subſtance 
* of the Bread into the Subſtance of the Body of 
« Chriſt, and of the whole Subſtance of the Wine 
« into the Subſtance of bis Blood, which Conwer- 
« fron is fitly and properly called by the Holy Ca- 
« tholick Church, Tranſubſtantiation.. 
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In all which the Council only appropriates 
the Word Tranſubſtantiation to expreſs the Real 
Preſence, which it had before determined in the 
Firſt Chapter, not to be after a natural way of 
Exiſtence, ,as Chriſt fits at the right Hand of 
God, but Szcramental, after an ineffabls man- 
wer. 

Tho here ſome peeviſhly objze&, the Incon- 
ſiſtence of the Council with it ſelf, when it de- 
clares, that the thing is inexpreſſeble and yet ap-. 
propriates a word to - expreſs it: Whereas :all 
Chriſtendom knows that the Proceſſion of the E- 
ternal Word from the Father is Ineffable, and 
yet is expreſſed by the Word Generation ; 
and that the Union of the divine and humane 
Nature is ineffable, and yet is called the 
H poſtatical Union; and that the Unity in the 
Trinity is ineftable, and yet is expreſſed by the 
Word Conſubſtantial : So that this Council ſeems 
to have defin'd no more than the Council of 
Nice did in the DoQtrine of the Bleſſed Trinity, 
in expreſſing the Unity of the Three Perſons by 
the Word 54vaz, and the Diſtinftion, by the 
Word #mgzas, Which amounted to no more 
than this, That as it 1s certain from the Hol 
Scriptures that in the Unity of the God-head 
there is a Trinity, {o the Holy Fathers to avoid 
the Niceties of contentious Men, ſuch as Arius 
was, determine that for the Time to come the 
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Myſtery ſhall be expreſſed by the Terms Cuvoiz 
and 5mgzos 3 but as for any Philoſophical Noti- 
on of the Myſtery, the Church never preſun'd 
to define it, and this is the Definition of the 
Council of Trent, of the Real Pn that there 
1s a Converſion of the Subſtances under the Spe- 
cies or Appearances of Bread and Wine, which 
the Church hath thought convenient to expreſs 
by the Word Tranſubſtantiation. 

And yet tho the Council. approve the Word, 

et it does not impoſe it, it only declares it to 
- convenient, but no where ſays -tis zeceſſary. 
And as for the Term Converſion, it 1s much older 
than the Word Tranſubſtantiation, famitiarly uſed 
by the Ancicnt Fathers; and fo is the Word 
Species : I know indeed it is uſual with Schoul- 
men and Proteſtant Writers to tranſlate the 
Words under Species of Bread and Wine, by 
theſe Words, under. the Accidents of Bread and 
Wine, as particularly the Jate Biſhops of Dur- 
bam and Wincheſter have done. But this is to 
impoſe Philoſophick Niceties upon the Decrees 
of the Church. 

And tho perhaps all the Fathers of the Coun- 
| ,, il believed the Reality of the New ſubſtantial 
| Preſence under the Old Accidents, yet they had 
more Temper and Diſcretion thay to Authoriſe 
it by conciliar Determination, and therefore ule 
only the Word Species ( and no other Word 1s 
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uſed by Nicolas It, Gregory VII, and Innocent 
HI, that are chought the Three great Innova- 
tors in the Argument of the Real Preſence ) 
that properly ſignifies Appearance, but nothing of 
Phyſical or Natural Reality, fo that tho the Pre- 
ſence under the Species be real, yet as- the 
Council hith defined it, it is not Natural but 
Sacramental, which Serraxremtal Real Preſence they 
expreſs by the Word Tranſnbſtantiation, and 
recommend the Propriety' of the Word to the 
Acceptance of Chriſtendom. 

This is. the ſhort Hiſtory of the Real Pres 
fence ,in the 'Church of Rome, where, as far as 
T can diſcern, the thing it (elf hath been own- 
ed in all Ages of the Church, the Modns of 
it never defined, but in the Schoo's., and 
tho they have fanſied Thouſand Definitions 
to themlelves, their Metaphyſicks were never 
admitted . into the Church. And. fo I pro- 
ceed to give an Account of it; as it hath been 
defin'd in the Proteſtant Churches, where we 
ſaall find much the 1{ime Harmony of Faith 
and Diſcord of Philoſophy as in the Church of 
Rome. 

And firſt we muft begin with the famous 
Confeſſion of Ausburg , that was drawn ap by 
Melan&then, and in the Year 1530 preteated to 
Charkes the Fitth, by ſeveral Princes of Germany, 
as a Declaration of the Faith of the firſt Refor- 
mers, 
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mers, and as the only true ſtandard of the An-- 
cient Proteſtant Religion. 


The Conteſlion contiſts of Two parts. 


I. What Doftrines themſelves ranghe, 
II. What Abules they defired to be reformed. 


As to the later, the Emperor undertook to 
procure a General Council. 
As to the former, particularly this Article of 
| the Preſence in the Cerebus: they have publiih- 
' ed it 1n two ſeveral forms: In the Latin Edition 
it is worded thus : © Concerning the Lords Supper, 
| © we teach, That the Body and Blood of Chrift are 
«there preſent indeed, and are diſtributed to the 
« Receivers at the Lind Supper 3; and condemn 
** thoſe that teach otherwiſe. In the German Edi- 
tion 1t 1s worded thus: © Concerning the Lords 
© Supper we teach, That the trae Body and Blood 
« of Chrift are truly preſent in the Supper, un- 
« der the ſpecies of Bread and W: Ine, and are there 
6 diſtribuced and received. And in an Apology 
; written by the fame hind, and publiſhed the 
| Year fo! lowing, it 1s thus expreſſed: + « Ie be- 
' © lieve, That in the Supper of our Lord, the Body 
* and Blood of Chrift are really and ſubſtantially 
| © preſent, and are Exhibited indeed with thoſe 
« things, that are ſeen, the Bread and Wine. This 
** belief our Divines conſtantly maintain, and we 
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« find, not .only the Church of Rome hath aſſerted 
« the Corporeal Preſence, but that the Greek 
« Church hath anciently, as well as at this time, aſſer- 
« ted the ſame ; as appears by their Canon Miz. 
The ſame Author Explains himſelf 'more 
at large in his Epiſtle to Fredericus Myconins. 
« I ſend you ( lays he ) the paſſages out of the 
« Ancients, . concerning the Lord's Supper, to prove, 


« that they held the ſame with ws ; namely, 
« That the Body and Blood of our Lord are there 


<< preſent indeed. And after divers Citations 


he concludes, © That - ſeeing this is the expreſs 


« Do&rine of the Scriptures, and conſtant Tra- 


« dition . of the Church, I cannot conceive how, 
« by the name of the Body of Chrift, only be 
« underſtood the ſign of an abſent Body ; for though 
« the Word of God frequently makes uſe of Meta- 


« phors, yet there is a great difference to be | made 


-« between Hiſtorical Relations, and Divine Inſti- 
© tutions. 


In the firſt, matters tranſatted among 
« Men, and wiſible to the Sence are related ; and 
&* bere we are allowd, and often forced to ſpeak 
* figuratively : But if in Divine Precepts, or Re- 
« welations, concerning the Nature or the Will o 
« God, we ſbould take the ſame liberty, wiſe Men 
* cannot but fore-ſee the Miſchiefs that would un- 


&* awoidably follow. There would be no certainty 
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* of any Article of Faith. And he gives an in- 


ſtance in the Precept of Circnzrciſion to Abraham : | 


That | 
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That upon thoſe Terms the good Patriarch might 
have argued with himſelf, That God never intend- 
ed to impoſe a thing ſo ſeemingly abſurd, as the 
words - found ; and that therefore the Precept 3s .to 
be underſtood only of a Figurative or Metaphorical 
Circumciſion ; the. Circumciſion. of our Luſts. So 
far. this Learned Reformer. 

Now the Authority of MelanSGibon weighs 
more with us of the Church of England, .( as 


the learned Dr. St. very well obſerves ) -that in Conferences. 
the ſettlement of our Reformation, there was ro i ''# 


ſuch regard had to - Luther or. Calvin, as to 
Eraſmus and Melanfihar, whoſe Learning and 
Moderation were in greater Eſteem here, than 
the fiery ſpirits of the other; and yet few Wri- 
ters have aflerted the Subſtantial and Corporeal 
Preſence in higher terms than this moderate Re- 
former ; and though he may ſometimes have 
varied in Forms of Speech, he continued con- 
ſtant and immovable in the ſubſtance of the ſame - 
Doctrine. 

For in the Confeſſion of- the Saxon Churches 
( at the Compiling of which he: was chiet Afliſt- 
ant ) drawn up in the Year 1551, to have been 
preſented to the Council of Trent ; a true and 


ſubſtantial Preſence is aſierted, during the time-of 


Miniſtration. © IVe teach ( (ay they ) That $4a- 
* craments are Divine Inſtitutions, and that the 
* things themſelves out of the. ule deſign'd are no 
« QJacraimeits ; 
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« Szcraments; but in the uſe, Chriſt 3s verily 
« and {ubſtantially preſent ; and the Body and 
« Blood of Chriſt are indeed taken by the Receiv- 
C:ors. 

There ſcems to have been one ſingular Noti- 
on in this. Confeſſion, That the Real and Sub- 
ſtantial Preſence laſts no longer than the Mini- 


' ſtration; . but that is nothing to our Argument, 
as long as a ſubſtantial Preſence is afſerted. 


In the Year 1536 an Aſſembly of the Divines 
of the Ansburg Confeſſion on one fide, and the 
Divines of Upper Germany on the other, con- 
ven'd at Wirtemberg, by the procurement and 
medi1tion of Bucer, who undertook to moder- 
ate between both parties; where they agreed 


- 1n this form of Confeflion. © We believe accor- 


« ding to the words of Irenzus, That the Encha- 
« rift conſiſts of two things, one Earthly the other 
« Heavenly ; and therefore bclieve and teach, That 
« the Body and Blood of Chriſt are truly and (ub- 
« ſtantially exhibited and received with the Bread 
« zvd Wine. This is ſubſcribed by the chicf 
Divines of both Parties, and approved by the 
Helwetian Miniſters themſelves. 

The Bohemian Waldenſes in their Confeflion 
of Faith preſented ro Ferdinand, King of the 
Romans and Bohemia, declare expreſsly, That 
the Bread and Wine, are the very Body and 
Blood of Chriſt; and that Chriſt is in the Sa- 
Cramentr 


; 
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crament with his Natwral Body, but by ano- 
ther way of Exiſtence than at the Right-hand 
of God. 

In the Greek Form of Conlecration.,, this 
Prayer was uſed : Make this Bread the preci- 
ous Body of thy Chriſt, and that which is in 
this Cup, the precious Blood of thy Chriſt , 
changing them by thy Holy Spirit ; which words 
are taken out of the Liturgies of St. Chry- 
ſoftom and St. Baſil. 


And Feremias the Learned Patriarch of Con- 
flantinople, in his Declaration of the Faith of 
the Greek, Church in Anſwer to the Lutheran 
Divines, affirms That the Catholick Church be- 


@ ewes, that after the Conſecration the Bread is 


changed into the wery Body of Chriſt, and 
the Wine into the wery Blood, by the Holy 
Spirit, | 


In the Year 1570. was held a Council im 
Poland of the Divines of the Ausburg , - the 
Helwetian , and the Bohemian Confetlions, in 
which they agreed in. this Declaration. - As 
to that unhappy Controverſie of the Supper of our 
Lord, We agree in the Sence of the Words, 
as they are righily underſtood. by the Fathers, 
particularly by Trenzus, who - affirms that the 
Myſtery conſiſts of two things, one Earthly, and 
another Heavenly. Neither do we affirm, that the 
Elements 
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figrified to Believers. 


Elements and Signs are meer naked and empty T hings 


But to ſpeak more clearly and diſtiniily, we 
agree that we believe and confeſs the ſubſtantial 
Prefence of Chrift is not only ſignified to Be- 
lievers, but is really. held forth, diſtributed and 
exhibited, the Sywbols being Joined with the 
thing it ſelf, aud not meerly n:ked, according 
to the. nature of Sacraments. This Confeſſion 
was confirmed at ſeveral times, by ſeveral fol- 
lowing Synods in the ſame Kingdom, at Cra- 
cow 1573. at Peterkgw 1578. at Wathoff 
1582. | 
Ne Firſt Man that oppoſed the real and 
ſubſtantial Preſence was Caroloftadins, Archdea- 
con of WWirtenberg, of whom the candid and 
ingenious Melan&tbon gives this Character : That 
he was a furious Man, void both of Wir, 
Learning, and . common Sence,, not cpible of 
any Ac of Civility or good Manners ; ſo far 
from any appearances of . Piety , that there 
are moſt manifeſt Footſteps of his Wicked- 
neſs. He condemns all the Civil Laws of the 
Heathen Nations, as Unlawiul, and would now 
have alt Nations governed by the judicial 
Law of Mofes, and embrac'd the whole Dodrige 
of the Anabeptiſts. 

He ſets up the Controverſte about the Sacra- 
ments againſt Luther, meerly out- of Envy and + 
Emulation, © 


hd ; | 
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Emulation , not out of any Sence of Religion, 
and much more to the ſame Purpoſe: The 
Truth of all which ( he fays ) a great part: of 


* Germany both can and will atteſt. Tho the 


greateſt Proof of his Levity is his own Wri- 
ting, when all that Diſorder and Schiſm that 
he made in the "Church, of which he pro- 
fels'd himſelf a Member, was founded upon no 
berter Bottom than this lender Nicety, That 
when our Saviour ſaid this is my Body, he 
ointed not to the Bread but to himſelf. 
| But in this he is vehemently oppoſed by 
his Maſter Lwther, in behalt of a true Corpo-

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And in a Sermon preached by him che 
ſame Year at IWirtemberg, againſt the Sacramen-

« dream the Bread and Wine: are there only 
« given as a Sign or Symbol of our Chriſtian

Caroloſtadius, and other - Apoſtates from the 
Ausburg Confeſſion, giving them no better 
Titles than of Fanaticks, Hereticks , Betrayers 
of Chriſt, Blaſphemers of the Holy Ghoſt, and Se- 
ducers of the World. 

And' in his laſt Book againſt the Divines 
of Lowvain in the Year 1545, the Year before 
his Death, he makes this folemn Declaration. 
« We ſeriouſly believe the Zuinglians, and all 
« Sacramentarians, that deny the Body and Blood 
« of Chriſt to be received Ore carnali, in the 
« Bleſſed Sacrament, to be Hereticks, and no 
« Members of the Church of Chriſt : So that hi- 
therto it 1s evident, That the whole Body of rhe 
true Old Proteſtants, both in their publick 
Confeſſions and private Writings, unani- 
mouſly aflerged the Corporeal and Subſtanti-

And in the Year 156r,, The Proteſtant 
Churches of France held a Synod at Rochel, and 
the Year following at Nimes, in both which Bez« 
fat as Preſident, where the ſubſtantial Preſence 
was maintain'd, and defin'd with . great Vehe- 
mence againſt the Innovators (as they were then 
eſteemed; ) for when Marellus.mov'd to have the

Indignation, decree againſt them. 

This. Decree . Beza declares in his- Epiſtle to 
the Miniſters of Zxrick, dated May the 1 7th. 
1572, to extend to the Proteſtants of France 
only, leaſt they. who were Zninglians ſhould take 
Offence at-it as a Cenſure particularly deſigned 
againſt themſelves, | | 

But the higheſt Declaration of the French 
Proteſtants is that ſent, by their Embaſſadors ta 
the German Divines. aſſembled at Wormes Anno 


1557. in which Buſineſs: Beza- was chief Mana- 


ger. We confeſs, lay they, that in the Supper of 


aur Lord, not only all the Benefits of Chriſt, but 
the wery Subſtance of the Son of Man,. the very 
real Fleſh, the very Blood that he "267 for 1s; 
not only- to be: fignified. or Symbolically., Typical- 
ly, or- Figuratively to be propoſed as the Memorial

| on, he't hardly prefſed to it by the Cardinal of 
| Lorrain, whether they wou'd ſtand. to the Con-. 
> teflioh of Ausbuyg., Beza demurs and conſults: 
; Calvin, Calwm deftes Its. and, commands him to' 
| proteſt againſt- it, - Upon: which -Occalion- Of1-+ 
; ander, aplain Proteſtant, in' his: Hiſtory makes: 
| this Remark: upon the Calvirizn Honeſty, 


Here- - 
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« Heretofore ( ſays he ) when Peace was granted 
« to. the Proteſtants in Germany, 'the 'Calviniſts 
« put in their Claim to their Share mn it, becauſe 
« they own'd the Ausburg . Confeſſzon .( and it was 
« {ubſcrib'd by Calvin himſelf ) notwithſtanding 
« that at the ſame "time. they beld conmradifiory 
& Opinions. But in the Conference at Poilly, when 
«- they preſumed that they had Strength and Force 
« exough to defend their own Do&trines, they open- 
« ly-rejefted the Ausburg Confeſſron, when it was 
<< offered them by the Cardinal of Lorraia, to 
« ſubſcribe as the only Article of Pacification. 
4 And yet after this, when they had nor obtained 
« their Ends , they again in affront.to their own 
« Conſciences, cry up the Ausburg Confeſſion as 
« their only Standgxd of Faith, not that they ap- 
& proved it, but under that falſe Guiſe to impoſe 
« Calviniſm _ the plain meaning Lutherans. 
So far the Hiſtorian, though the matter of Fa& 
1s its own beſt Proof. 
- This 1s the ſhort Account of this Controver- 
fie in all foreign Churches. All Parties of 
Chriſtendom agree in the Subſtance of the Do- 
&rine, even the Calvinifts themſelves, who, the 


they ſometimes attempted to deny it, had not : 
Confidence enough to be ſteady to their own 
Opinion, but were often forced to ſubmit it to 


the conſent of Chriſtendom. 
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"From. all theſe Premiſes it it is evident, that no 
one thing in the World is more unifie to be ſet 
up for a Teſt than Tranſubſtantiation, ſeeing all 
Parties agree in the thing,. tho not in the Word, 
and yer tho they do, they again diſagree in 
namberlefs Specufations about it, and when they 
have done, all Parties unanimouſly agree that 
the Modus is a thing utterly unknown . and in- 
comprehenſible. . 'So that take it one way ( z.e. ) 
as to'the thing it ſelf, or.the real. Preſence, the 
Teſt is a Defiance to all Chriſtendom ; take it the 
other. way, as to the Modzs, it is nothing at. all 
but only impoſing an intelligible Thing-upon the 
Wiſdom and Honour of a Nation under the 
ſevereſt Penalties. 

As for the Church of Exgland, ſhe agrees 
with the Tradition of the Catholick Church both 
Roman and. Reformed, . wn. aflerting © the. Certainty 
of the real Preſence, and the Uncertainty of the 
Manner of it; tho the true account of it hath 
been miſerably.perplexed, and diſturbed. by the 
50s gf Practices. of the .Sacramentarians. 

e firſt Accourit we have of it is in our ce- 
lebrated Church-Hiſtoriar out . of . Dr. Stilling- 


1 {fleets famous inviſible Manufcript,, whereby-as, he 


had. before made. Archbiſhop. Cranmer a meer E- 
raſtian as to.Diſcipline, ſo rho: here he kes Jam: 
a meer Sic ramentavian as to:DoGrine.

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A Committee of ſcleted Biſhops and Divines 
being appointed in the Firſt Year of King Ed- 
ward, for examining and reforming the Offices 
of the Church. Firſt, becauſe moſt materi- 
al Point, was the Euchariſt , concerning which 
all . things were put into certain  Quzries, to 
which every : Commiſſioner gave. in his Anſwer 
in Writing. And to the Queſtion concerning 
the Euchariſt, What is the Oblation and Sacrifice 
of Chriſt in the Maſs ? Cranmer's Anſwer is, _. 

«The Oblation and Sacrifice of Chriſt in the 
* « Maſs is not ſo called, becauſe Chriſt indeed is 
<« there Offered and Sacrificed by the Prieſt and 
« the People, ( for that was done but once by bim- 
&« ſelf upon the Croſs ) but it ſo call'd, becauſe it 
« ;s a Memory and Repreſentation of that wery true 
« Sacrifice and Inmolation, which before was made 
<« upon the Croſs. | 
| This is pure Zuinglianiſur, -and in Oppoſi- 
tion to it, it is aſſerted by Six Biſhops in-a 
Body. 

T think it is the Preſentation of the wery Body 
and Blood of Chriſt, being really preſent in the 
Sacrament, which Preſentation the Prieſt makes 


at the Maſs in the name of the Church, unto God 


the Father, and in Memory of Chriſt's Paſſion, and 
Death upon the Croſs, with Thankſgiving there- 
fore, and devout Prayer, that all Chriftian Peo- 


ple, and namely they who ſpiritually join with | 
the 
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the Prieſt in the ſaid Oblation, and of whont 
he makes ſpecial Remembrance, may attain the 
Benefit of the ſaid Paſſion. 

And to thele agree the ſeveral Anſwers of 
Carliſle, and Coventry, and Litchfield, by which 
(as the Hiſtorian well obſerves ) the Reader 
will perceive how generally the Biſhops were addict- 
ed to the old Superſtition, and how few did agree 
in all things with Cranmer. 

Now this Old Superſtition that -he finds in 
this paſlage, is nothing but the true Old Prote- 
ſtant DoEtrine of the real Preſence, in oppoſition 
to meer. Figure and Repreſentation, which. is 
all that is here aſſerted by the Biſhops. 

But this is the bold pradtice of this bold Wri- 
ter, to. make Cranmer "the Standard of the Re- 
formation; and this »unkzown Manuſcript the 
Standard of Cranner's Opinions ; and thele two 
grand Forgeries concerning no Church Govern- 
ment ; and the meer Commemorative Preſence in 
the Euchariſt, are the two grand ſingularities of 


: his Hiſtory ; and the main things that gave it 
; popular Vogue and Reputation with his Par- 


ty 3 and. were theſe rwo blind Stories, 'and the 


* Reaſons depending upon them retrench'd, it 


would be like the ſhaving 'of Samfor's Hair, 
and deſtroy all the ſtrength peculiar to the Ht- 


{ ſtory.

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The Deſign was apparently laid before the 
Work was undertaken, that induſtriouſly warps 
all things into Irenical and Eraſtian Principles, 
and the vain Man ſeems to have beer flattered 
by his Patrons into all that Pains to give Re» 


putation to their Errors. 
And here lay the Fondnels for the Srzlling- 


ſteetian Manuſcript, that it fo frankly and open- 


ly aſſerted Eraftian and Sacramentarian Princi- 
ples as the Bottom of the Reformation. Bat if 
ſnch an anprov& and unwarrantable piece of Paper, 
without any certain Conveyance or Tradition, 
without any Notice of ſo publick a Tranſation 
in any contemporary Writer, without any other 
Evidence of its being genuine, than that it was 
put providentially into the' Hands of Dr. St. when 
he wrote his Irenieum, muſt be ſet up 'for un- 
doubted Record, againſt all the Records of the 
Churches, - our- great Hiſtorian would be well 
advis'd to-employ his Pains in writing Lampoons 
upon the preſent Princes of Chriſtendom ( eſpe- 
cally his own ) which he delights in moſt, be- 
cauſe it is the worſt thing that himſelf can do, 
than colle&ting the Records of former times. 
For the Firft will require Time and: Poſtage to 
purſue his Malice, bit the Second is eafily trac'd 
1h the Chimney Corner. 

And therefore I would delire theſe Gentlemen 
either to. give a better Account. of the Deſcent 
| and 
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and Genealogy of the Paper, than that it came to 
Dr. St. by Miracle; or elſe to give it lels Autho- 
rity. 

But to proceed, a new Office for the Com- 
munion-Service was drawn up in the fame Year 
by the Biſhops, in compiling of which Craumer had 
the chief hand, and by his great Power over-ruled 
the reſt at Pleaſure; in this Service he retains the 
old Form of Words ufed in the ancient Miſſals, 
when there was no Zninglianiſm or Dorine of 
figurative Preſence in the Chriſtian World,. and 
the real Preſence was univerſally believed as ap- 
pears by the very Words of Diſtribution. 

The 25ody of our Lozd Jetus Chaiſt 
Which was given foz thee, pzeferve thy Boby 
and Soul unto everlafting Lite, And the 
Blood of or Lozd Yeſus Chiiſt Which was 
ſhed fo2 ther, CC. 

This was the Form preſcribed in the Firſt. Lt- 
turgy of Edward the 6th. and agreeable to this 
are the King's own Injundtions publiſhed at the 
ſame time, where the Euchariſt is call'd the Com- 
minion of the very Body and Blood of Chriſt, by 
which Form of Words they then expreſſed the 
real Preſence as oppos'd to Zuinglianiſm. 

This Liturgy being thus eſtabliſhed, and with- 
al abetted by A&t of Parliament, for fome time 
kept up its Authority in the Church againſt all 


Oppoſition ; though it was ſoon encountred with 
H 2 Enemies 
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Enemies enough both at Home and abroad out 
of the Calvinian Qua: ters. 

At the end of the Year enſuing Peter Martyr, a 
rank Sacramenta:1an, came over, and after much 
Converſation with Cranmer, he was plac'd Regins 
Profeſſor in Oxford, where he ſoon railed Tu- 
mules about the Zuinglian and Sacramentarian 
Dodctrines. 

But Bcer, that prudent and moderate Refor- 
'mer, came not till ſome zime after , though invi- 
ted at the ſame time: And fo cither came too 
late or departed too ſoon ; for as he came over in 
Fune {o he dy'd in January, fo that tho he were 
a great Aſſertor of the real Preſence ( as our 
Church-Hiftorian him(clt often obſerves ) he had 
not a Seaſon to ſow his Doftrine, and Martyr 
reigning alone, and being a furious Bigott in his 
Principles, it is no wonder if Zuinglianiſm ſpread 
with ſo much Authority. 

But the moſt fatal Blow to the Reformation 
of the Church of England was given by Calvin's 
Correſpondence with the ProteStor , and after- 
wards with Dudley, taking upon him to cenſure, 
expunge , reform , impoſe, at his own Plea- 
ſure ; the Malignity of whoſe Influence firſt diſ- 
covered it felf in the Ceremonial War againſt 
a Cap and a Tippet, but ſoon wrought into the 
Vitals of the Reformation , eſpecially, as to the 
Liturgy and the Euchariſt ; both which muſt be 


removed 
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removed. to give way to the Zringlian Errors. . 
This Alteration was made in the 5th. Year of 
the Kings Reign, tho preciſely when, and by 


what Perſons, is utterly unkrown, only it is re- Pag. 166. 


mark'd by our Church-Hiſtorian to have fol'owed 
immediately after the Conſecration of Hooper. 
When ( as he obſerves ) the Birhops being gene- 
rally addicted to the Purity of Religion, ſpent moſt 
of this Year in preparing Articles which ſhould 
contain the Doctrine of the Church of England. 
Among which the 29th. condemns the real . Pre- 
ſence, as the new Liturgy, to which they are 
annexed, had before almoſt run it up to the 
Charge of Idolatry. | 

For they were not content to aboliſh the old 
Miſſal Form of Diſtribution. The Body of our 
ZL92d Jeſus ChriitWhich was given foz thee, 
p:eſerve thy Body and Soul unto everlaſting 
Life, Lake and cat this, 8&c. Bur inſtead of 
ic appoint this Zwnglian Form, Lake andeat this 
( without any mention of the Body and Blood of Chrijt ) 
in remembzance that Chaiſt died fo2 thee, &c. 

Neither were thele Innovators ( whoever 
they were ) ſatisfied with the Alteration of the 
old - Form; but add a fierce. Declaration to 
bar the Doctrine of Real and. Eſſential Pre- 
ſence” - - | oe 

Whereas it is ordered in this Office of the Admini- 


tration of the Lerd's Supper, that the Conmuni- 


Cants 
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 cants ſhauld receive the ſame Kneeling '( which or- 
der is well meant for a ſignification of our humble 
and grateful acknowledgment of the benefits of Chriſt 
therein, given to all worthy Receivers, and for 
avoiding ſuch Prophanation and Diſorder in the, 
Holy Commmmion, as might otherwiſe enſue. ) Yet 
leaſt the ſame Kneeling ſhould by any Perſons, either 
ont of Ignorance and Infirmity, or ont of Malice 
and Obſtinacy be miſconſtrued and deprav'd, it is 
here declared that no Adoration is intended, or onght 
to be done wnto any real or eſſential Preſence of 
Chriſt's natural Fleſh and Blood, for the Sacramen- 
tal Bread and Wine remain fill in their very natu- 
ral Subſtances, and therefore may not be ador'd, 
( for that were Idolatry to be abhorr'd by all faith- 
ful Chriſtians ) and the natural Body and Blood of © 
our Saviour Chriſt are in Heaven, and not here. 
It being againſt the Truth of Chriſt's natural Body, 
to be at one time in more places than one. 

And whereas a body of Articles was com- 
poſed at the ſame time, it is declared in the 29th. 
Article, That ſince the very being of humane Na- 
ture doth require, That the Body of one and the 
ſame Man, cannot be at one and the ſame time in 
many places, but of neceſſity muſk be in ſome cer- 
tain and determinate place ;, therefore the Body of 
:Chrift cannot be preſent in many different places at 
the ſaine time. And ſince as the Holy Scriptures 
teſtifie Chrift hath been taken up into Heaven, and 


there 
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there is to abide till the end of the World, it becomes 
not any of the Faithful to believe or profeſs, that 
there is @ real or corporeal Preſence ( as they Phraſe 
it ) of the Body and Blood of Chriſt in the Holy Eu- 
charift. 

This Declaration, though it ſeem'd to be aim'd 
with a particular Malice agaiaſt the Lutherans, . 
and their peculiar manner of Aſſerting and Ex- 
plaining the real Preſence, yet it ſtrikes at the 
gencral- Doctrine it ſelt, held in all Churches. 
And as theſe were the great Alterations made at 
that tm=-; ſo who were the Authors and Con- 
trivers of 'em-is {o utterly unknown to Hiſtorians, 
that they are not fo much: as able to conjecture. 

Doctor Heylin would aſcribe it eicher to the 
Convocation it felt, or ſome Committee appoint- 
ed by it. Bur this rs the officious Kindneſs of the | 
gond Mantohe!pout the poor oppreſſed Church 
at-that time, ata dead Life, having no Record or 
Authority for his Atſertion, 

DoSor Burnet has often heard it ſaid, That the 
Articles were fram'd by Cranmer and Ridley, But 
whoever told him {o, knew no more than himſelf ; 
L am ſure it is the meaneſt Frade in an Hiſtorian 
to ſtoop. to Hear-lays. 

All that. cam'\ be conjectured! of it, is; Fhat it 
was doneat. that unhappy time-when Pudley Go- 
verned all, who. when he form'd his great and 
A Defigns,Girſt(as the Hiſtorian Remarks ) 


endea- - 
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endeavoured to make himſelf Popular ; and to 
this end, among other Arts, he made himſe'f 
Head and Patron of the Calwinian Faftion, and 
entertain'd the Eſtabliſh'd Church with Negle& 
and Contempt; and therefore I find not Ecclefi- 
aſtical Matters referr'd to the advice of the Regu- 
lar EccleſuaStical Order, but were either Tran(- 
aGed by Himſelf, and his Agents in private, or 
ſome incompetent Lay-Authorit y. 

As to this matter of the New Liturgy and Ar- 
ticles, there is no Record but an: Ad of Parlia- 
ment, by which they are Impos'd and Authoriz'd. 
« Whereas there hath been a wery Godly Order ſet 
« forth-by the Authority of Parliament for Common- 
« Prayer, and Adminiſtration. of the Holy. Sacra- 
« ments, to be uſed in the Mother Tongue within 
<« tbis Church of En gland, : agreeable to. the Word of

In this new Office, beſide the forementioned 

alterations in the Liturgy it ſelf, there was. or- 


I 2 der'd 
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der'd in the Rubrick, the Abolition of Copes and 
Hoods ; neither is it altogether unobſervable, 
that at this time Hopkins his Pla!ms broke in 
upon the ſervice of the Church. 

But in the beginning of Queen Elizabetl/s 
Reign, when the Reformation was ſetled in that 
- State, in which it ever after continued, that new 
Declaration of the Second Liturgy of King E4- 
ward was rejected, together with the 2 gth. Ar- 
ticle, and the Firſt old Form of Diſtribution 
was reſtored. And thats a clear Declaration of 
- the Sence of this Church for a real and eſſential 
Preſegce; when it was fo particularly concern'd 
to have all Bars againſt it remov'd. And from 
that time forward, the moſt eminent Divines in 
it, were ſucceſlively from Age to Age the moft 
Aſſertors of it. 

It were in vain: to recite the numberleſs Pak 
ſages to- that Purpoſe, it having been ſo often 
done by other Hands. A Liſt of the Names of 
the principal Authors may be ſcen in the hate 
Brhop of Durbam's Hiſtoria Tranſubftantiationis, 

obn Poinet, Biſhop of Wincheſter , who wrote a 
very learned Book upon the Argument, entitu- 
led DiallaGticon,toexplain the Sence of the Church 
of England about it ; John Fewel, Biſhop of S4- 
lisbury, the learned Biſhops Andrews and Bilſon, 
Haac Caſaubon inthe Name and by the Command 
of King James the Firſt, in his Anſwer to Car- 
42; dinal 
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dinal Perron ; Mr. Hooker ; John, Biſhop of Ro! 
cheſter, Montague, Biſhop of Norwich ; James, 
Primate of Armagh ; Francis, Biſhop of Ely ; Arch- 
biſhop Land ; Biſhop Owveral, and the Archbiſhop 
of Spalato. 

To this Catalogue variety of other Writers 
might be added, but either here are Witneſles 
enough,or there never can be. Neither need I p 0- 
duce their Teſtimonies, when they are ſo vulgarly 
known, and have been fo frequently recited. 

I ſhall content my ſelf with the Two princi- 
pal, the moſt learned and reverend Prelates Poi- 
met and Andrews. 

The Firſt wrote his DiallaSicon concerning the 
Truth, Nature and Subſtance of the Body and 
Blood of Chriſt in the Euchariſt. A Book much

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the Ancients generally uſed them. mn their Di{- 
courſes upon this Argument. 

But Bithop Andrews his Paſſage, though grown 
Vulgar and Thread-bare, by being fo continually 
quoted, beſt deſerves our Obfervation, becauſe 
by that means it is made. noe only a Declarati- 
on of his own Sence, but of all that followed 
him in it, and that is of a'moſt all the learned 
Men of the Church of Exgland, that have fſuc- 
ceeded from that time. The Paſlage is in his 
Anſwer to Bellarmine in theſe Words. 

The Cardinal is not ignorant , except wilfully, 
that Chriſt hath ſaid, This is my Body. Now 
about the Obje&t we are both agreed; all the Con- 
troverſy is about the Modus. We firmly believe 
that it is the Body of Chriſt, . but after what man- 
ner i is made to be ſo, there is not aWord extant 
in the Goſpel, and therefore we _ it from be- 
ing a Matter of Faith. We will, if you pleaſe, 
place it among the Decrees of the Schools ; but by 
mo means among the Articles of Religion. What 
-Durandus ſaid of old, we approve of. We hear 
the Word, feel the Effet, know not the Man- 
ner, believe the Preſence. And ſo we believe 
the Preſence too, and that real no leſs than your 
ſelves : Only we define nothing raſbly of its Modus, 
neither do we- curiouſly inquire into it ; no more than 
how the Blood of Chriſt cleanſeth us in our Baptiſm 3 
no more than how .in the Incarnation of Chriſt the 
Humane 
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Humane Nature is united to the Divine. IWe rank 


it in the Order of Myſteries ( and indeed the whole 
Euchariſt it ſelf is nothing but Myſtcry ) what re- 
mains beſide, ought to be conſumed by Fire, that is 
as the Fathers elegantly expreſs it, to bz advr'd by 
Faith, not examined by Reaſon. 

This was his State of the Controverlie, thac 
was then perus'd and approv'd of by King James, 
and ever after retained by the Divines of the 
Church of England down to the Rebellion and 
Subverſion of Church and State, and then it was 
carried into Baniſhment wich its Conteſſors. For 
whilſt his late Majeſty re(ided at Cologr, it was 
there commonly objected, in his own Preſence, by 
the Roman Divines againſt the Church of Eng- 
land, Thar all its Members were meer Luingl:- 
ans and Sacramentarians , that believed only an 
tmaginary Preſence. 

Upon this Dr. Coſrms, who was then Dean of 
the Chapel Royal, by his Majeſties Command 
writes 'a Diſcourſe to vindicate the Church of 
England from that Calumny, and to give an Ac- 
count of its Sence concerning the true and real 
Preſence ; in which he- declares himiſelt to the 
fame purpoſe withall the forementioned Authors, 
all along vehemently aſſerting the true reality of 
the Preſence, and ſtill declaring the Modus to be 
incffable, unſearchable, above our Senſes, and 


above our Realon..

to 
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So that ſtill all Parties are agreed in the thing 
it (e'f, were it not for that one miſtaken Suppo- 
firion, That the Church of Rome hath not only 
defin'd the Matter, but the Manner, which the 1s 
fo far from pretending to attempt, that before 
ſhe proceeded to decree any thing about it, ſhe 
declar'd that it was fo . zncomprehenſible, that it 
was not capable of being defin'd, as we fee all 


. Chriſtendom hath done beſide. 


Now. after all this I leave it to the common 
Sence and Ingenuity of Mankind, whether any 
thing can be more barbarous and profane than to 
make the renouncing of a Myſtery, ſo unani- 
mouſly receiv'd, a State TEST. And that is 
my preſent Concernment about it, not as a Poinr 
of Divinity, but as turned into a Point of 


' State. 


Thus far proceeded the Old Church of Eng- 
land, which as it was baniſhed, ſo it was reſto- 
red with the Crown. But by reaſon of the long 
Interval of Twenty Years between the Rebelli- 
on and Reſtitution, there aroſe a new Generati- 
on of Divines that knew not Joſeph. Theſe Men 
underhand deierted and undermined the Old 
Church, as it ſtood upon Divine Right, and Ca- 
tholick, Principles, and inſtead of it creed a New 
Church of their own Contrivance, conſiſting 


partly of Independency, partly of Eraſtianiſm, 


with the Independent, leaving no ſtanding Autho» 


rity 
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rity in-the Chriſtian Church over private Chri- 

ſtians, but Jeaving every Man to the arbitrary 

Choice of his own Communion ; with Eraſtus 

allowing no! Juriſdiction to the Chriſtian 

Church , but what is derived. from! the Civil 
iſtrate. 

Theſe Principles being Plealing to the Wan; 
tonneſs of the People , theſe Men. ſoon! grew 
popular, and ſoon had the Confidence to'call 
themſelves the Church of England: But the 
principal Obje&t of their Zeal was the DeſtruQti- 
. on of Popery,: and the only: Meaſure of Truth; 
with them, was Oppofition to the Church of 
Rome. And therefore they afſlum'd to them- 
ſelves the Management of that great and glo- 
nous: War. | cuts 1 

And as' they managed: -1t upon new- Princis 
ples, or indeed, 'none'at all: (\never writing for 
our Church, but only: againft that Church )- ſo 
they advanced new: Argumerits-t0; repreſent the 
Church of- Rome as >Odious as) ;poſlible , + to..the 
People.” : Among theſe the Two 1nolt frightful 
Topicks; were. Tranſubſtantiation arid: Izolatty, 
One was a very hard Word, and the" other; a 
very: ugly! one. Theſe Ew, Wot ;.- they 
made the: Two great Kettle-drums, to -the ,Proy 
teſtant ' Guards. They 'were' continually. beat- 
ing . upon them with all-'their -Fotce, and 
whenever :they found; tliemfelves :at any; Dif

advantage with an Enemy ( as they often were 
by preffing too far, for they never thought 
they did _—_ in the Cauſe ) by making a 
Noiſe upon theſe Two loud Engines, they 
could at pleaſure drown the Diſpute. 

Now, ever ſince this Alteration of the State 
of the War between the Two Churches, we 
hear little or nothing at all of the real Preſence 
in the Cauſe, but it 1s become as great a Stran- 
ger to the (2. e. their ) Church of England as 
Tranſubſtantiation it ſelf, but the whole matter 
ts reſolved into a meer Sacramental Figure and 
Repreſentation , and a Participation only of the 
Benefits of the Body and Blood of Chrift by 
Faith. | 

I know not any one Writer of that Party-of 
Men that hath ever own'd any higher Myſte- 
ry, but on the contrary they ſtate all the Diſ- 
pntes about the Euchariſt upon Sacramentarian 
Principles, and with them to aflert the true re- 
ality. of the Preſence of our Saviour's Body 

Blood -in the Sacrament, as naturally re- 
ſolves it ſelf into Tranſubſtantiation, as that does 
mto Ieolatry. 

And the -mam Argument infiſted> upon by 
them, is the natural. Impoſſzbility of the thing 
it ſelf to the Divine Onnipatence, which beſide 
the prophane Boldneſs of- preſcribing Meaſures 
to Gads Attributes in a Myſtery. that: they.do 
not. 
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not comprehend ; 'tis, as appears by the Pre- 
miles, a Defiance to the Pradice of all Church- 
es, who have ever acknowledged an incompre- 
benfible Myſtery, not ſubje& to the Examina- 
tion of Humane Reaſon, but to be imbraced 
purely upon the Authority of a Divine Reve- 
lation. 

And therefore that ought. to be the only 
matter of Diſpute. For it it be a Divine 
Revelation ( as all Chriſtendom hath hitherto 
believed ) that determines the Caſe without 
any further Enquiry; and it any Man will 
not be ſatisfied with that Authority, he makes 
very Bold with his Maker. And Men of 
thoſe Principles would no doubt, make adm+- 
rable Work with the Definitions of Arti- 
cles of Faith by the Four firſt general Coun- 
cils. 

But to let their new way of Arguing paſs, 
it is theſe Men that firſt ſet up Sacramentarian 
Principles in this Church, and then blew them 
into the Parliament Houſe, raiſing there, e- 
very Sefſion, continual Tumults about Religi- 
on, and it isto their Caballing with the: Mem- 
bers that we owe theſe new and unpreſiden- 
ted TESTS. Perhaps to have 'their own 
Decrees and Writings eſtabliſhed by Law, and 
impofed upon the whole Nation as Goſpel. 
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In ſhort, if they Qwn a real Preſence, we; 
ſee from 'the Premiſes how little the Contro-- 
verſie is between that and Tranſubſtantiation, as 
it is truly and ingeniouſly underſtood by all 
reformed Churches. I they do not, they dil- 
own the Doctrine both of the Church of Eng- 
land and the Church Catholick, and then if 
they own only a. figarative Preſence. ( and it is 
plain they own zo other ) they ſtand condemn-. 
ed -of Hereſie by almoſt all Churches in the 
Chriſtian World ; and if this be the thing intend- : 
ed to be {ſet up ( as it certainly is by the Au- 
 thors and Contrivers of it ) by renouncing 
Tranſubſtantiation , . then the  Refult and Bot- 
tom of the Law is under this Pretence to- 
bring a new Hereſy by Law into the Church of 
England. rind 

And. yet upon this Foot I find the Controver- 
ſie ſtands at 'this. preſent. Day between the Bi- 
ſhop of Rome, or the Bilhop of Condom on one: 
part, ; and: little Fulian' in 'the Back-ſhop with. 
his Dragoons on, the other part : The Biſhop: 
eſtabliſhes the Real Preſence in Oppolition to, 
the Figurative ; His Anſwerer turns 'the' whole. 
Myſtery into; meer Type and. Figure,: by ſet-- 
_ Ing vp. a figurative -Interpretation-of the Words 

of -Inſtitution, and 'yet - confeſles it 'at-rhe ſame 
time. to be ſomewhat more than a Figure. |

All which "the  Dottrine of our Chnrch implies 


: by this Phraſe, is only a real Preſence of Chriſt's 
-inviſible Power and Grace, ſo in and with the 


Elements, as by the faithful receiving of them 
to convey. redl and ſpiritual Effects to the Souls of 
Men. 

The Oxford Anſwerer to the Oxford Diſcourſes 
allows no other real Preſence but the virtual Pre- 
ſence, that is the meer EffeR. 

So the popular Author of the Diſcourſe a- 
gainſt Tranſubſtantiation, makes no Medinm be- 
tween the meer figurative Preſence and Tranſub- 


ftentiation, ſo that all other Preſence, that is 


not meerly Figurative, comes under the Notion 


of Tranſubſtantiation. 


Now the gentleſt CharaQer he is pleaſed to 
give of this Monſiexr, is this, That the Buſineſs of 
Tranſubſtantiation is not a Comtroverſie of Seri- 
pture againſt Scripture, or of Reaſon againſt Rea- 
ſon, but of downright 'mpudence againſt the plain 
meaning of the Scripture, and all the Sence and 
Reaſon of all Mankind. 

But beſides the intolerable Rudeneſs of the 
Charge againſt all the Learned Men of the 
Church 'of Rome, as the worſt of Sots and Ideots, 
if there be no+ middle real Preſence between 
Tranſubftantiation arid -the Fignre, he hath caſt 
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all che Proteſtant Churches into the ſame Con- 
demnation of Sots and Fools. 

But howſoever raſh and prepoſterous i1t- may 
be for Perſons that believe the real Preſence to 
abjure the Word Tranſubſtantiation, yet to de- 
termine any part of Divine Worſhip in the 
Chriſtian Church to be in its own Nature Ido- 
latry, is inhumane and barbarous. 

- \IDOLATRT is a Stabbing and Cut-throat 
Word, its leaſt Puniſhment is the greateſt - that 
can be, both Death and Damnation; and good 


Reaſon foo, when the Crime is no: leſs than 


renouncing the true God that made Heaven 
and Earth. Thus Exod. 22. 20. He that ſacri- 
-ficeth unto any God, ſave unto the Lord or Jehovah 
only, be ſball be utterly deftroyed. Deut. 13: 6. 
If thy Brother the Son of thy Mother, or thy Son, or 
thy Daughter, or the Wife of thy Boſom, or thy 


Friend which is as thine own Soul, entice thee-ſecretly,. 


ſaying, Letus go and ferve other God} ( which thou 


haſt not known, thou nor thy Fathers )' namely of the 


Gods of the People which' are rannd about.'you, nigh 
unto thee, or far off from thee; from” the one end of 
the Earth unto. the other : Thou ſhalt not conſent 
awto bim, nor hearken ito him > Neither ſhall thine 
Eye.' pity him , ''nettber ſhalt thon ſpare, neither 
ſhalt: thon. conceal him: + But thou ſhalt furely kill 
bim ; thine hand ſhall be ff upon hint to put him

"This was' chi Crinie, and this the Puniſhment 
of Idolatry, and the Sentence was ſo ſeverely 
Executed, that for the ' ſetting; up the golden: 
"Calf, or. Symbol of' the Sun; that. the Egyptians 
:Worſhip'd, : as the fupreme: Teity, as: will ap- 
pear inits proper place, Three thouland of the 
Ring-leaders ,: were: put: to: the Sword by the 
\Cominandof: Moſes, Exoll. 32.27. : And for this 
Reaſon'it :pleafed .God' ta- deſtroy the Cantenites 
from off the Face. of the: Earth, ( z. e. ): for gi- 
ving Divine Worſhip to falſe.and created Dei- 
ties" itn; Defiance to the gn "Creator of 
"Wo 5! 
So black a Crime as this, that 3 is no. leſs than 
renouncing| God is not . lightly to! be charged 
upon\any.:Party-of-Chriſtians.oaot only: becauſe 
of the foulneſs of: the Calamny,. but the\bavbarous 
Confequences'that may: fol'ow-uponit, to invite 
and warrant-the Rabble; when ever: Opportunt- 
ty. favours, to.deftroy thit: Romer. Cathgtrols vand 
theirs Images, as the. Tſrae/ttes:were'command- 
ed to. deſtroy the Canarnites: and their:Tdols. 
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| But before fo bloody an Indictment be preferr'd 
againſt che greate(t part of Chriſtendom, the Na- 
cure of the thing ought to be very well under- 
ſtood. The Charge is too big for a Scolding Word. 
And how inconltttent ſoeyer 1dolattry may be with 
Salvation, I fear ſo uncharitable a Calumny (if it 
prove one) can be of no leſs damnable Conſequence. 
It 1s a piece of Inhumanity, that out-does the Sal- 
vageneſs of the Canibals theraſelves, and damns 
at once both Body and Soul. 

And yet after all, we have no other ground for 
the bold Conceit, than the crude and raſh Aferti- 
ons of ſome popular Divines, who have no other 
Meaſures of Truth or Zeal, but Hatred to Pope- 
ry; and therefore never ſpare for hard Words a- 
gainſt that Church, and run up all Objections 
againſt it into nothing leſs than Atheiſm and 
Blaſphemy, of which 1do/atry is the greateſt In- 

Ce. 

But if they would lay a[ide their indecent Heats, 
and ſoberly enquire into the Nature and Original 
of Idolatry ; they would be as much aſhamed of 
the Ignorance of their Accuſations, as they ought 
to be of its Malice. And therefore I ſhall ſet 
down a plain and brief Account of that Argument, 
that when we underſtand the eaſe, obvious, and 
natural Notion of Idolatry, it will for ever cx- 
poſe the Vanicy of theſe Men's Fanatique Pre- 


tences. I pray God there be nothing worſe at 


bottom, 
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bottom, ſeeing' it has ever been ſet up as the 
Standard againſt Monarchy. 

It is a Subject that hath entertained the moſt 
able Pens in the World, but I ſhall not preſume 
or pretend: to. be ſo learned, bur ſhall confine all 
my Knowledge to the Word of God, chiefly to 
the Moſazck Writings, for there it is fully and 
clearlytated,the Mofaick Law being enaCted-pure- 
ly in Oppolition to 1delatry.. Now nothing can 
be more obvious, thanthat the Notion of it there 
is neither more nor lefs than this : The Worſhip of 
the Heavenly Bodies, the Sun, the Moon, and the Stars, 
or any other viſuble and corporeal Deity, as the Supreme 
God, ſo as to exclude all Senſe and Apprehenſun of a 
ſpirtual and mrvifuble Godhead. 

This evidently appears both by the Almighties 
ſeveral Revelations that he made of himſelf to 
the Children' of - 1ſrae/ to preſerve them from it, 
and from the ſeveral CharaCters and Deſcriptions, 
that himſelf hath upon-numberleſs occaſions made 
of it.” 

Moſt learned Men would trace its Original 
from before the: Flood , but they follow their 
Chaſe without any Scent, as generally all Antt- 
quaries do, when they purſue into the firſt Source 
and Original of things. 

The Jewiſh Rabbres (that are of too late a ſtand- 
ing to pretend to any Authority in ſuch Antient 
Matters ; for as they lived not above Six re 
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fore us, ſo they had no other Records than what 
we have, the Writings of Moſes and the wy 
derive its Original from the Age of Enos; but as 
their Conjecture is founded upon an ambiguous 
Word, fo it is contradicted by the State of the 
World at. that time; for by reaſon of the long 
Lives of the Patriarchs from the Creation to the 
Flood, it is not cate to conceive, That the Me- 
mory and Tradition of the late Creation of the 
World ſhould be worn out in fo ſhort a time, 
Enos being Adam's Granchild, and living in the 
ſame Age with him for ſome Hundred Years. 

Bur the plain Demonſtration that there was no 
ſuch Impiety before the Flood, 1s, that Moſes, 
when he reckons up the Cauſes that provokd God 
to bring 9 gay upon the World, makes 
no mention of the Sin of 1dolatry,, of which, if 
they had been Guilty, as it 15a;Sin. of: the firſt 
Magnitude, ſo it would have held the firſt place 
in the Indictment. 

Others make Cham the Father of. this Monſter, 
as they do of all other Crimes, but for no other 
Reaſon beſide his ill Name. - 

Others derive it from the Tower of Babel, 
which they will have to have been built for an 
Altar to the Sun, after the Cuſtom of after-times, 
when they Worſhiped him upon High Towers 
for Altars. 
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Maimonides, and his Followers, find deep Foot- 
ſteps in the time of Abraham, Who was born 
in Ur of the Chaldees that is, fay they, the 
Country of the Antient ZABII, the Rnd. 
ers of Idolatry ; and for that reafon he was com- 
manded out of his own Country to the Wor- 
ſhip of the True God. 

Bur this Dream of the Z 4 B 1T is ſo modern, 
and ſo void of the Authority of any Antienc 
Record, that it proves it ſelf a fond Im 
fture. Tho in Abrahams time ( aud that was 
many Centuries after the Flood) we meet with 
the firſt Traces. of this Apoſtacy : For that ex- 
traordinary Diſcovery that God: was pleaſed to 
make of himſelf as Supreme Lord of all thin ngs, Was 
made to Abraham in Oppoſition to the Ido ay of 
his own Country, z.e. Chaldea, who ſcemed to have 
been the firſt Founders of it, and for that reaſon 
God commanded him to "Wi. his C, ountry, his Kin- 
'dred, and his Fathers Houſe, and ſojourn im the Land 
of Canaan, where the Tradition. of the Know- 
ledge of the True God feems to have been-much 
better preſerved. So that tho there were ſome 
Decays from the true Old Religion, #rfrc they 
were as yet very far w—_ an Ulnuverſal 
{tacy. 
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That the Plague was then broke our in Chaldea, 
is evident from the words of foſhua, ( 24. 2.) 
Tour Fathers dwelt en the other fide the Rrver im old 
time, even Terah the Father of Abraham, and the 
Father of Nachor, and they ſerv firange Gods. But 
when Abraham came into Canaan ; I find no Re- 
cords that the Cuſtoms of his Country had paſsd 
the River, but on the contrary evident Inſtances 
of their Knowledge of the true God, as Creator 
of Heaven and Earth. 

What can be more plain than the Story of Me/- 
chiſedeck, Prieſt of the moſt High God (a Term 
appropriate 1n Scripture to the Supreme Deity) 
in his bleſſing Abraham. Bleſſed be Abraham of the 
" High God, Creator of Heaven and Earth. And 
when God conſumed Sodom and Gomorrah with 
Fire from Heaven, Idelatry is no where reckoned 
among - the Cauſes and Provocations of that ſe- 
vere and unuſual Judgment ; and had it been 
one of their crying Sms, it would have been 
the loudeſt, and ſo never have been omitted 
by the Sacred Hiſtorian. And when Iſaac was 
forced by Famine into the Country of the Phzl:- 
ſtines, Abimelech their King entred into a Solemn 
and Religious Covenant with him of mutual 
Defence and Offence, upon this Inducement, that 
he was the Bleſſed of the Lord, or the peculiar Fa- 
yourite of Jehovah ; ſo that as long as himſelf 
and Iſaac were of a fide, the Supreme Gods im- 

mediate 
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mediate Providence would be engaged in his Pro- 
tection. 

The firſt plain Intimation we find of it in Pa- 
leſime is in the Hiſtory of Faceb, after his Con- 
verſation with the Shechemites, where, upon his de- 
parture from that City by God's eſpecial Com- 
mand, he builds an Altar at Bethe/ to God, and 
commands his Family to put away their Oz0; @X\9- 
Te4% Or Strange Gods. And from this time we read 
of nothing of this Nature till the Deliverance of 
the Children of 1ſrae! out of Egypr, after they had 
been deteined there Fgur Hundred and Thirty 
Years, according to the Hebrew, or Two Hun- 
dred and Fifteen according to the Seventy, the 
greateſt part of which time was ſpent in Slavery 
and Bondage. 

Bur at, and after their Deliverance, 'we hear 
of nothing elſe but Cautions againſt 1de/atry or 
Worſhip of Strange Gods, as if in that long 
Tract of Time and Miſery, they had loſt the 
Tradition of the God of their Anceſtors, and 
by long converſation with the Egyptians, had 
taken up their Maſters Religion together with 
cheir Burdens ; and it was ſcarce poſſible to be 
otherwiſe for men in their poor condition, after 
fo long a Tra&t of Time, than to take up the 
Religion in publick Practice. 


the T EST. 


Long cuſtom and converſation naturally inures 
Men to the Manners of the Country, but Slave- 
ry breaks Men to them : And what could be ex- 
pected from miſerable People, who ſpent all their 
days in carrying of Clay, gathering Straw,making 
Bricks, and all Offices of Servility, than that 
they ſhould ſerve their Maſters Gods, as well as 
their Maſters themſelves? And that this was 
rheir caſe, is evident from the whole Series of the 
Story. 

T he firſt Diſcovery that the Almighty made of 
himſelf, was to Moſes, in the Burning Buſh, 


where he tells us, 1 am the God of thy Fathers, x,,g. ..5. 


the God of Abraham, the God of Iſaac, and the God 
of Jacob : Bur this ſeemsto be a New Language 


to Moſes 3 For he replys, Wheu'I come unto the Ver. 13. 


Children of Iſrael, aud ſhall ſay unto them, the God 
of your Fathers hath ſent me unto you, and they ſhall 
ſay to me, what is bis Name (or what Gods he ) 
what ſhall I ſay unto them ? To this he is com- 
manded to anſwer, 1 am that 1 am hath ſent 
you; that 1s, the only ſelf exiſtent Being, that 
is, the only Supreme Deity, and God of your 
Fathers : And for the truth and demonſtration of 
this, he refers both him and them to the follow- 


ing Miracles. 


And when Moſes was diſcouraged by the com- Chap. 6. 


plaints of the People, becauſe of their ſevere 
Uſage, the Almighty gives him encouragement 


upon 


al. co. 
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upon this powerful Motive, 1 am Jehovah, or / 
am the Lord,who will delrver you with a ({trong Hand, 
or ſtretched out Arm, i. e. Iam that Onapotent, ſelf- 
exiſtent Being ; and that ſhall be the proof of it, 
2 great Myracles that I will work for your De- 
Ivery. 

And at the time of their Deliverance he im- 
mediately inſtitutes the Paſſover, not only as a 
Memorial of the Thing, but as I ſhall prove at- 
terwards, the ſtrongeſt Bar againit Idolatry. 

Bur as ſoon as they fat down at the Foot of 
Moune S:inah, which was their firſt place of Reſt, 
God's firſt Care was to make further proviſion 
againſt Idolatry, where after a fearful and glori- 
ous Repreſentation of his Preſence, he gives the 
Ten Commandmengs, whereof the Four Firſt 
are directly levell'd againſt Idolatry. 

Firſt, He enjoyns the worſhip of Himſelf, 
who by his Almighty Power had delivered them 
from their Egyptian Bondage. 

In the next place, He forbids them the Wor- 
ſhip of all Idols, z. e. as himſelf deſcribes them, 
The likeneſs, or {1militude, of any thing that ts m 
Heaven above, or in the Earth beneath, or im the Water 
wnder the Earth. A plain and indeed logical Defi- 
nition this, that Idolatry is giving the Worſhip 
of the Supreme God, to any created corporeal or 
viſible Deity, or any thing that can be repreſent- 
ed byan Image, which nothing but coporeal Be- 
| | ings 
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ings can, and to ſuppoſe ſuch a Being the Su- 
my Deity, 1s the only true and proper 14s- 
at 'Y- 
 Andtho there may ſeem to be two forts of it : 
Firſt, eicher to Worſhip a material and created Be- 
ing as the Supreme Deity : Or Secondly, to aſcribe 
any corporeal Form or Shape to the Divine Na- 
ture; yet inthe Reſult, both are bur one ; for 
to aſcribe unto the Supreme God any corpore- 
al Form, is the fame thing as to Worſhip a crea- 
ted Being, for ſo is every corporeal Subſtance. 
This: 1s, I fay, the true and only Notion of 
Idelatry : And all the Strange Gods mentioned in 
che Scripture, are only ſome molt glorious Pieces 
of the vitible Creation, as I ſhall prove at large 
from undeniable Teſtimonies. And for this rea- 
ſon it was, that the very Angels, by whom chis 
Aﬀair was immediately tranfaCted, never made 
any appearance in any vilible Shape, bur only in 


a Cloud, orina Glory, to prevent the very Peril of 


Idolatry ; and theretore Moſes in his dying and 
farewel Speech, reminds them over and over, that 
at Horeb they heard the Votce of God, but ſaw no St- 
- *multtude, with. this Rs to them, /eft you 

corrupt your ſelves, LE. y believing that there can 
be any Simulitude of the Supreme Godhead. And 
as this is the literal and plain Senſe of the two 
firſt Commandments, fo it ſeems to be the only 
Deſign of the Third and Fourth : For the _ 

M | 0 
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of the Third, if it were rightly tranflated, runs 
thus ; Thou ſhalt not grve the Name of the Lord thy 
God to a Vamty or Idol ; and fo the S eptuagint.ren- 
der it : For the Word Varnuty and Idol are Syno- 
nomous in Scripture, - becauſe an Idol is a vain 
and empty Thing that repreſents nothing ; for 
when it is ſet upas the Symbol and Image of a 
Deity that is no Deity, it 1s the Image of nothing, 
as St. Paul defines it. So that it is not the meer 
Image it ſelf that is the Idol, but the Image as re- 
preſenting a falſe God, tho it be only a Symbol, 
and not a Picture of him, as moſt of: the Hea- 
then Images were, of the Sun, as the Calf, and 
the Ram. Theſe are the Vanuties or Repreſenta- 
tions of Falfe Gods in Ulc, at that time, among 
the Neighbour Nations, that ſeem to be here 
properly interdicted in this Commandment. 

As for the Fourth Commandment, it is the 
very Sacrament of the Worſhip of the true God, 
the Creator of Heaven and Earth, im oppoſition 
to Idolatry, or the Worſhip of his Creatures, 


and therefore is prefcribed, as it were, as the 
Holy Day of the Creation, continually to mind 
the Jews, that the God that they Worſhip, was : 
the God that made the World, and all the Gods 
that their Neighbours worſhiped, -particularly 
the Sun, Moon, and Stars, his Creatures. 


This 
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This then being ſer up as the great Feſtival, of 
the Creator of Heaven and Earth, from hence 
it was that the Precept of not Worſhiping of 
Idols, and Keeping the Sabbath, are ſo fre- 
yo_ coupled together in Scripture ; and that 


the Breach of the Sabbath is puniſhed in the 


ſame manner as 1do/atry it (elf. 

But I ſhall treat of chis more largely when I 
come toa Review. At preſent I have only given 
a narrow Proſpect of the whole matter, but up- 
on a full and open View of the Moſarck Hiſtory, 
it will appear in full and undeniable Evidence, by 
theſe Two Confiderations. 

Firſt, If we conſider the great Propenſity of 
the Iſraelites to renounce the Worſhip of the One 
True Inviſible God, and to return to their ac- 
cuſtomed Worſhip of Idol Gods. 

Secondly, If we confider that theſe Gods were 
nothing elſe but the Heavenly Bodies, and that 
the Szn was worſhiped as the Supreme De- 
ity. 

49 ro the firſt,their continual Revolts, and Re- 
bellions againſt thatAIlmighty God,of whoſe Pow- 
er they had had ſo much Experience, could proceed 
from nothing lefs than the moſt inveterate and 
invincible Prejudices. Their whole Hiſtory from 
their firſt Deliverance to their laſt Captivity, is 
nothing but a perperual Series of Ditloyalty a- 


gainſt the God of Iſrael, to play the Harlot (as 
F "BY the 
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the Scripture expreſles it) or *commet Fornication 
with the Idols of the Gennles. 

Pal. 78. We have an acurate Epitome of this 
whole Hiſtory, the Miracles that God wrought for 
them in Egypt,in the Wilderneſs,in the Land of Ca- 
aan, notwithſtanding all which,as they made con- 
rinual Attempts of Rebellion, ſo they at laſt ſunk 
into an univerſal Apoſtacy,yv.s 8.Provokeng him to An- 
ger with thetr High Places, and moving him to Fealouſre 
with ther Graven Images ; fo that at length he gave 
them up into the Hands of their Enemies: And 
firſt the Ten Tribes were lead away Captive, and 
not long after the Tribe of Judah, as it imme- 
diately tollows in the fame Plalm, God was wroth, 
and greatly abhorred Iſrael, ſo that be forſook the Ta- 
bernacle of Shiloh, the Tent which he placed among 
Men, and delrvered his Strength into Captrvity, and 
bis Glory (that was the Symbol of his Divine 
Preſence) nto the Enemnues hand. 

But co Trace a few Particulars. The firſt 
Opportunity they could gain in the Wilder- 
neſs, after the miraculous: Deliverance out of 
Eg ypt, by the Abſence of Moſes, they ſet up and 
worſhiped the Golden Calf, a Form of Worſhip 
they were accuſtomed to in Egypt : what this Idol 
was, 1s variouſly diſputed by Learned Men ; ſome 
w1ll have it to have been made in Imitation -.of 
the Cherabin, when as yet God had made no De- 
{cription of them. Others, and almoſt all the 
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learn'd, wilt have it to have been the Idol of 
Apis, or Serapis, or Oſyris, whom the Egyplcans 
worſhiped by that Symbol ; and that it was the 
fame Idol, 1s certain ; but I take it ro be much 
more antient, for as yet we-find nor any'Foot- 
. ſteps of Divine Worſhip given to-Men and Wo- 
men. That Folly is-of a much younger Date, 
and ſeems to have been brought in purely by the 
Grecian Vanity, to derive the Originals of all 
Nations from Themſelves, and to People Hea- 
ven wirh their own Country-men. | 
Thus they tell us, that this 4prs. was King 
of the Argrves, natural Son to King. Jupiter by 
N:be, who marrying'1/zs, left his Kingdom, and 
went into Egypt, who teaching the Barbarous Peo- 
ple Civility, andthe Art of dreſhng Vines and 
Agriculture, He was by common.conſent choſen 
their King; and after he had Reignd with ex- 
traordinary Wiſdom and Merey, to the great Im- 
provement of the Nation, when he dyed, 'they 
deify'd him,” and worſhiped him under the Image 
of a Calf; of Ox, all whuch is: pure. Greceav:  Fa- 
ble: Ff1-4 'Ifl {# PL 13111 
For 'Eg ypt had been a famous Nation'-many 
Hundred Ages, before any of the Greczan Deities 
were born : It was a flouruhig) Kingdom in-the 
days of Abrabam: I am ſure they | knew - how to 
dreſs their V ines, and plow their Fields, before 


there was any ſuch Nation as Greece, or any of 


us 
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its Cabtons known by any Records : Thete was 


* na News of them'till the Troay War, and that

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And much more probable it js, that the Greeks 
were ſo far from bringing # God 4pis into Eg pr, 
that they carried the very ward thence :. Jpis 
being the Hebrew: and Egypitan Word to. ſigni-

Old Eg yptran Idol, or Symbol of fame Dey, that 
they had been accuſtomed to Worſhip. And there- 
fore thinking them{clves betray'd or deſerted by Me- 
ſes after Forty Days Abſence, (as for thys Moſes,ghe 
Man that briught us up out of the Land of Eg ypt, we 
wot not what 1s become of his) they force Aaron to 
reſtoxe to.themcthe Synabals of + their Old Gods to 
go before thei, inftead- of this new God, that 
now feemd to have! deferted chem, and to thoſe 
they aſcribe/their Deliverance our of Egypt ; and 
this 1s the firſt cheartul, Act, of Devorign,; that 
they. ſeem ito-have-performd bnce- they” Delive- 
rance, For as for all their Worſhip of the-True 
God, eſpecially ar. che Deliyery of the Law, 1t 
ſeems 'to ibe forc'd: and uneakte, to which they

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were rather over-aw'd by dreadful Appearances, 
.than-inclindby their own Choice. 

And the Solemn Sacrifice that was made im- 
-mediately after, was the ACt of Moſes, rather 
than the People, who rather ſeem'd Spectators, 
than AFtors ; and therefore as ſoon as they thoughr 
themſelves quic of han (which was immediately 
after) they ſer up their 1dol;- and were tranfport- 

| ed in their Devotions towards it, to a Degree of 
Exod: 32.6, Madneſs They roſe up early in the Morning, and 
offered Burnt-Offermgs, and Gude Peace-Offermegs, 
and the People fat down to eat and drink, and \roſe up 
to play. 
T his Solemnity had been endeard to them by 
Cuſtom and Education, and there could be no 0- 
ther ground of - their great Joy, than that they 
were reſtored tothe Exerciſe of their former Re- 
ligion, and the Worſhip of their Old Gods, of 
which the Calf was one of the moſt eminent 
Symbols, ſo that when they fay that was the 
God that deliverd them out of Eg ypt, their 
meaning is, the God of which That was the 
Symbol or Repreſentation, according to the Lan- 
Gen.31.30. $uage of thoſe Times, and indeed of the whole 
Old Teſtament, to give the Name of the Deity 
to the Idol. of 1490 
Now at that time we find no other mention 
of ' any other Deities, thin the Suz and Heavenly 
Bodies ; fo that this Calf could be the Symbol of 
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no other Gods than the Sun, and therefore was 
ever reckoned among their iws (aa, their holy 
Ammals, as the Egyptian Prielt and Antiquary 
Manetho informs us, of which Aries and Taurus 
were the chiefeſt, and both of them conſecrated 
in honour of the Sw, being the two firlt Signs 
in the Heavens ; but the Feſtival of Aries was 
the moſt Solemn, when the Sun entring into 
that Sign, began the Joyful New Year. In Op- 
poſition ta which the 1ſrae/ites were commanded 
to cut the Throat of the Paſchal Ram upon that 
very Day, with all the Ceremonies of Contempt, 
as ſhall appear more afterward. 
This invincible Obſtinacy-in their Old Reli- 
i0n, notwithſtanding the nughty Works God 
d wrought for their Deliverance, is ſeverely 
upbraided to them long after by God himſelf to 


his Prophet Amos, Have ye offered wnto me S acrtft- Chap. 25, 


ces and Offerings in the Wilderneſs Forty Tears, O E 
Houſe of Iſrael 2 But ye have born the Tabernacle 
of your Moloch, and the Star of your God Rem- 
phan, and thetr Images which ye made to your 
ſelves. | 
This is a plain Deſcription of their great a- 
verſeneſs to the Worſhip of the True God in 
the Wilderneſs, when God declares, that in re- 
ality they never Worſhiped him at all, bur 
ſtuck cloſe to their old God Moloch, which is but 
a Synonymous Word for the God Baal, i. e. the 
N gun,

Reaſons for Abrogating 


Sun, and therefore they ere ——— usd © 
in Scripture to expreſs one and the ſame Detty. 
Thus Jeremy, 19. 5. They have built the High 
Places of Baal to burn thetr Sons m the Fire for 
Burnt Offerings wnto Baal. But Chapter the 32. v. 
25. the fame Crime is thus expreſt, They burlt the 
Hegh Places of Baal to caufe ther Sons and Dawghters 
to paſs through the Fire unto Molech ; by which it is 
undeniably evident, that they were but Synony- 
mous Terms for one and the fame God ; and in- 
deed they are Words of the fame Significatton, 
denoting Supreme or Kingly Power, and fo were 
appropriated by them - to the Sun, as Sovereign 
Lord of the Univerſe. 
This ſtrange Inclination of the Iſraehites to Hdo- 
latry, or the Worthip, of - Baa! and Mblech, 1s fo 
vehemently upbratded to them inthe Scripture, as 


" ſhews it to have been inveterate and rmpetuors 


beyond Example : So God himſelf upbraids it. to 
them, that when he did ſuch mighty chings for 
them in their Deliverance from Egypt, and only 

uired them to renounce the Idols of Eeypt, Tet 


Ezck.20. 7» they rebelled againſt me, and would nit hearken to me ; 


They caſt not away the Abomination of therr Eyes, nor 
the Idols of Egypt. 
And when [00 had ſetled them in the Holy 


ea Land, ke forewarns them to ferve the True God 


{mcerely, and to put away the Geds which ther Fa- 
thers ſerved on the other /ade the Flood, and in Egypt. 
By 
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By which it appears, they had not yet parted 
with their Old Gods: but the next Generation 


made a total Revolt ; and the Children of Iſrael Jods. 3.11 
did evil mm the ſught of the Lord, and ſerved Baalim, | 


and they forſaok the Lord God of their Fathers, which 
brought them oxt of the Land of Egypt, and followed 
other Gods of the Gods of the People that are round a- 
boxt them, and bowed themſelves unto them, and pre 
Voked the Lord to Anger, and they for ſook the Lord, and 
ſerv'd Baal and Afſhteroth. 

This whole Book is nothing elſe but a Narra- 
tive of their Sin by Idolatry, their Puniſhmenc 


by Captivity, their Repentance by imploring of 


the Mercy of the God of [ſrael, till at laſt after ſo 
many Relapſes, they are thus anſwered by God in 


their Addrefles and Supplications unto hum: 4nd , ,_ 


the Children of Iſrael cryed unto the Lord, ſaying ; We 
have fanned againſt thee, both becauſe "we have forſa- 
ken our God, and alſo ſerved Baalim : And the Lord 
ſaid unto the Children of Iſrael, did not I delrver you 
from the ptians, from the Ammorites, from the 
Children of Ammon , from the Philiſtins 2 Alſo the 
Zidomans and the Amalekites and Maonites did oppreſs 
you, and you cryd to me, and/1 delrvered you out of 
thetr hand, yet you have forſaken me, and ſerved other 
Gods, wherefore 1 will delrver you no more : go. and cry 
unto the Gods that ye have choſen, let them delrver you 
in the time of your Tribulations. Put upon their 
Reformation hor are delivered, and as foon re- 
N 2 relapſe 
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lapſe, of which a Train of Inſtances are to be 
ſeen in, that Book. RY 

Here it may be obſervd all along that the 
Scripture Notion of Idelatry 1s renouncing and for- 
faking the. True God, to Worlhip other Gods,. or 
Baalim, that is, Idols of the Fun, whom they 
commonly call'd the King of Heavfn. And ſo they 
{in on, till God ſuffered his own Ark. (the Sym- 
bol of his own Preſence). to be carried into Cap- 
tivity : They apply themſelves to Same! to inter- 
cede for them ; Samuel returns them the old An- 
{wer:that God humſelf had often made, If” ye re- 
Sam. 7-34: turn unto the Lord wth all your Hearts, then put away 

the ftrange Gods, and Aſhteroth. from. among you, and 

prepare your Hearts unto the Lord, and ſerve him on- 

ly, and he will delrver you out of the Hands of the 

Philiftins : Then. the Children of Ifrael put away 
Cap. 12, Baal and Aſhteroth, - and ſerved. the Lord only. 

And Samuel at the reſigning of his Government, 
upon the Election of Saul, upbraids then» with 
their continual Ingratitude againſt the Lord their 
God, from their firſt Deliverance out of Eg ypt 
to that very Day,  forſaking the Lord to ferve Baa- 
lim. Soplain is the praCtical Notion of Idv/atry 
through the whole Sacred Hijtory. 

Under the pious Reigns of David and Solomon 
the Sin of Idolatry was competently well re- 
trenchd, till the Dotage of So/omon, when his 
Wives and Concubines turnd away his Heart ot 
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other Gods, So that S olomon went after Aſhteroth the 


Goddeſs of the Zidomans, and after Milcom the Abo- 4, 5. 


mation of the ,47mmonites. But the great Revolc 
was made by Jeroboam, upon the Diviſion of the 
Kingdom, tho rather upon a Polztical than Rel:gt- 
ous Account. Feroboam ſaid in his Heart, now ſhall 
the Kingdom return to the Houſe of David, if this Peo- 16. 
ple go wp to do Sacrifice in the Houſe of the Lord at Je- 
ruſalem ; whereupon he makes two Calves of 
Gold, and faid to the People, 1t ts too much for you 
togo up to Jeruſalem, behold thy Gods, O Iſrael, which 
brought thee up out of the Land of Egypt. 

It was ouly an Artifice. to oblige the People to 
himſelf by reſtoring to them their old Egyptian 
Idolatry. 

Some will have theſe Calves to have been ſet 
up in Imitation of Solomon's Cherubin, but this is 
fully confuted by the learned V:ſortus. If Ferobo- 


am, ſaith he, by his Calves deſugnd to iwnitate the efta- y;g, n, 
bliſhd Religion of his Counthy, 1 pray you when he took Spencer, p: 
theſe counterfert Cherubs, why not alſo the Ark, the 773: 


Propitiatory, the S eat 7. God, where the Drvine 
Majeſty appear d moſt conſpicuouſly im grving of Ora- 
cles, the Tabernacle and the Temple ? Why if they 
were made only in imitation of the Cherubs, why did 
be not call them by thetr own. Name, by which they 
were known to the People, when that would have been 
@ more eafie way to decerve them? Why did he not 
take the Prieſts of the Family of Aaron, why did 
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be bamſh them out of his Kingdom , why did not the 
People comply for three whole Tears, if it bad been 
an Imitation of thetr Old Religron under David and So- 
lomon ? Why if they were nothing but Cherubins, 
are they ſo often im Scripture ſtyled other Gods 2 Why 
ſhould he Sacrifice to them, when m the Law of Moſes 
no Sacrifices were offered to the Cherubim ? 

So that it 15 plain that theſe Calves were ſet up 
by him as Idols or Symbols of a new or ſeparate 
Religion from the Tribe of Jadab; and tho he 
took up the old Egyptian Idol for his Foundation, 
yet he ſeem'd to have erected a Motley Religion 
upon it, like that of the Samaritans of old, part- 
ly co invite the People of all Nations into his 
Kingdom, where every Man worſhiped his own 
God ; and partly by diverlity of Religion, more 
efteCtually to divide his own Kingdom from that 
of the Line of Solomon. 

Tho not long after Rehoboam and the Tribe of 
Judah revolt from the Worſhip of the true God 
(as the Scripture aggravates it) above all that thetr 

1 King, 14+ Fathers had done. 

—_ And from this time Idolatry, or the Worſhip 
of Baal, was the prevailing Religion in both 
Kingdoms, tho ſometimes checkd by the Piety 
of reforming Princes. But it ſpread fo faſt, thar 
Elyah thought himſelf left alone, tho for his com- 
fort God informed him, that he had the ſmall re- | 
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mainder of 7000 1n 1/rae/, all the Knees winch beve | King, 1 9. 


not bowed unto Baal. 14, 18. 
Bur the Infection ſoon became univerſal, and 

tho God Almighty ſent his Prophets from time to 

time to reclaim them, yet all in vain, they ſtill 

continued to worſhip the Hoſt of Heaven, and ſerve 

Baal, till finding them irreclatmable, he firſt 

delivered the Ten Tribes into the hands of Shal- 

maxeſer, King of Afſyria, where they continue in _ 

Captivity to this Day, and are a loſt Nation, +2 '%s: 17- 

. But the Piety of Hezekzab at that time for a 

while reprievd the Tribe of Judah : But his Son 

Mazaſſeb built up again the High Places, which 

Hezekab his Father had deſtroyed, and he rear d up 

Altars fir Baal, and worſhiped all the Hoſt of Hea- 

ven, and ſerved thtm : Upon this God by his Pro- 

phers denounces their DeftruCtion. Becauſe, faith , 

he, they have ever done that which was evil i my 

freht, and have provoked me to Anger fmce the Day 

therr Fathers came forth out of Eg ypt, unto this Day ; 

or becauſe they have forſaken me, and burnt Incenſe un- C3P-22-17- 

to other Gods, that they might provokg me to Anger 

with all the work of thetr Hands ; therefore my wrath 

ſhall be kindled againſt them, and ſhall not be quenched. 

But the Execution of the Sentence is ſuſpended 

during the pious Reign of his Son Jofrah ; but > king. 25. 

as ſoon as he is gathered to his Fathers, Jer»ſalem 

and the Temple are deſtroyed by Nebuchadnez.2ar, 
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and King Zedekzab with all his People are carried 
Captive into Babylon. | 

This is a compendious Hiſtory of the old 
Jewiſh Idolatry, and I think a ſufficient Proof both 
of their ſtrange Inclination to it, to the higheſt 
degree of Madneſs, and wherein it plainly conſt- 
{ted, their forſaking the tre nvifeble God, to wor- 
ſhip created Deities ; than which nothing 1s more 
evident through the whole Series of Scrip- 
rure. 

To this Evidence I might add a more ample 
Proof out of the Writings of the Prophets, that 
are almoſt wholly imployed upon this Subject. 
But I muſt not be too tedious, and therefore I 
ſhall only obſerve, that they generally expreſs the 
greatneſs of this Folly under the Figure of un- 
governable Luſt. Thus Exzzkel the 23d. God 
deſcribes ir to the Prophet under this Scheme. 
Son of man, there were two Women, the Daughters of 
ene Mother, and they committed Whoredoms in Egypt, 
they commutted Whoredoms im their Touth ; there were 
therr Breaſts preſſed, and there they bruiſed the Teats 
of their Virgimty ; and the Names of them were Aho- 
la the Elder, and Aholibah her Siſter, and they were 
mine, and they bare Sons and Daughters ; Samaria 
is Ahola, and Jeruſalem Aholibah ; and Ahola 
played the Harlot when ſhe was mine, and ſhe doted (or 
run mad) for her Lovers, the A(ſyrians her Newgh- 
bours, with all ther Idols ſhe defiled her ſelf, neither 


left 
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' Left ſhe her Whoredoms brought from Eg ypt ; for im her 
Touth (tis in the Hebrew) before' the was ripe of 
Age, they lay with her, and they brutsd the Breaſts 
of her Virginity, and poured their Whoredom upon her ; 
wherefore 1 have delrvered her into the Hand of ber 
Lovers, to the Hand of the A(ſyrians, upon whom 
ſhe doted, and after whom ſhe ran mad. 

The fame is repeated of her Siſter 4hol:bab, 
who for her incorrigible Adulteries is delivered 
into the hands of the Baby/omans ; nothing can be 
exprefled with greater vehemence than this, that 
is compared to the utmoſt lewdneſfs of Female 
Luſt ; and nothing more evident, than that this 
I.ewdneſs' conſiſted in deſerting che true inviſible 
God, to worſhip the falſe Deities of their Neigh- 
bours, particularly the Gods of the Eg yptians, 
A(ſyrians and Chaldeans. 

And that is my Second Head of Diſcourſe, that 
the Gods that they worſhiped at that time were 
nothing but the Heavenly Budies, or the Sun, as 
the Supreme Deity. This 1s evident enough 
from what hath already been diſcourſed, 1dolatry 
in general being every where deſcribed in Scripture 
by the Worthip of the Hoſt of Heaven, or Hea- 
venly Bodzes. Thus Deut. 4. 1g. Leſt thou lift up 
thme Eyes to Heaven, and when thou jo the Sun 
| aud the Moon, and the Stars, even all the Hoſt of 
Heaven, 'ſhouldſt be drrven (rempred) to worſhip them, 
which the Lord thy God created for the uſe and benefil 
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of all Nations under the whole Heaven. So Chap. 17. 
V. 2,3. If there be ford. any among you that have 
wrought Wickedneſs in the frght of the Lord your Ged in 
tranſgreſſmg his Covenant, and hath gone and ſerved 
other Gods, and worſhiped them, either the Sun, or 
Moon, or any of the Hoſt of Heaven, ye ſhall ſtone 
him to Death, 2 King. 17. 16.They left all the Com- 
mandments of the Lord their God, and made them Mbol- 
ten Images, two Calyes, and made a Grove, and 
worſhiped afl the Hoft of Heaven, and ſerved 'Baal. 
So Manaſſeh ereEted 2ltars to Baal, and worſhiped 
the Hoſt of Heaven, chap.21. 3. So Jofrab, when 
he deſtroyed Idolatry, bronght ont the Veſſels of the 
Hoſt of Heaven. 4 

And the Jews, when afrer their return from 
Captivity, they would enter their ſolemn Pro- 
teſtation againſt Idolatry,they do it in this form--- 
Thou even Thou art Lord alone, thou haftmade Hea- 
ven, the Heaven of Heavens, with all their Hoſt, Sc. 
Nehemiah 9.6. SoſJeremiah 1 g.t 3. Jernſalem 
and Fudah ſhall be deſtroyed becauſe they have burned 
Incenſe wnto all the Hoſt of Heaven, and have poured out 
Drink Offerings unto other Gods. © So Zephaniah rt. 
5. God threatens to deſtroy the Vorſhipers of Baal, 
and of the Hoſt of Heaven ; And laſtly,” St.Stephen 
m his laſt Speech upbraiding the Fews with 
their Idolatry, fays, ' that God gave them wp to Wor- 
ſhip the Hoſt of Heaven.. 
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So evident is the PraGtical Notzon of ldolatry, 
through the 'whole Series of Scripture, that it 
was the worſhiping the Heavenly Bodies as the ſu- 
preme Dettzes, or as Job emphatically expreſles ir, - 
Chap.31.ver.26. If I beheld the Sun when it ſhird, or 
the Myon walking im brightneſs, and my Heart hath 
been ſecretly enticed, or my Mouth hath kyſſed my Hand, 
this alſo were an Iniquity to be puniſhed by the Fudge, 
for I ſhould have denyed the moſt High God. 

What can be more plain than this Definition 
of Idolatry, that it is the Worſhip of the Sr 
and Moon, becauſe it would have excluded the 
Worſhip due only to the moſt High God? And 
the very Word, that we commonly tranflate Ina- 
ges 1n general, {ignifies properly Images of the 
Sun. Thus Leviticus 26. 30. God threatens them 
1 will deſtroy your Images, as We tranſlate it ; but 
in the Hebrew your Chamanim, i.e. Images of the 
Sun.. So the ſecond of Chronicles, chap. 34. V. 7. 
And fo it is ſet ſometimes in the Margent even in 
the Engliſh Tranſlation [vr Sun Images] as 1ſatah 
17. $. £6. 6. 4. | 
- And foall learned Men of all Nations, all Re- 
ligions, ever underſtood the old Notion of 1ds- 
latry,-till this laſt Age, when Folly and Paſhon 
caſt it at any thing that peeviſh Men were an- 
ery with. So Rabbi Maimon, the moſt learned 14. x. 
and judicious of the Jewiſh DoCtors, diſcourſes +. Lib. 
at large, that che antient Idolatry was nothing * 
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but the Religion of the Eaſtern Nations, who 
acknowledge no other Deities but the Stats, 
among whom the Sun was ſupreme, in Oppoſitzon 

. ro whuch falſe Principle, he ſays, God enacted the 
Law of Moſes. 

This was the ſenſe of all the other old Hea- 
then Nations, as may be ſeen at large in Euſebiur's 
Collections of their ſeveral Opinions in his Firſt 
and Third Book of the Preparation of the Goſ- 
gel, where he proves, that the antient Heathens 
worſhiped only the Stars, without any Notion 
of Heroes and Demons. The ſame is atteſted by 
all 'the Hiſtorians ; by Drodorus Siculur | of, the 
Egyptians, by Herodotus of the Perfaans and Chalde- 
ans, by Strabo and Juſtin of the Arabians, by Ce- 
ſar of the Germans ; ſo Macrobzusr, in his firſt 
Book Saturnal, proves it of all the antient Ido- 
laters, that it was the Worſhip of the Sun as 
che ſupreme Deity. So in the antient Hymn to 
Fuptter aſcribed to Orpheus, it is the Sun only that 
1 all.along adored. | 

In ſhort, fo all learned Men interpret all the 
ſeveral Idols that we read of 1n the Holy Scrip- 
cures ; particularly thoſe two learned Proteſtants, 
Mr. Seld&, 1n. his learned Book De Dus Syris ; 
and Gerard Viſſuw, de Idololatria,proves all the Idols 
mentioned in Scripture to have been only ſo ma- 
ny ſeveral Appellations of the Sun, whom the 
antient Idolaters belieyd to have been the ſupreme 
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God and Creator of the World, as Baa/, Baal 
Peor, Bel, Moloch, Dagon, Baalzebub Mythras, 
&c. In a Word, the whole Nation of the Cri- 
riques, that agree in nothing elſe, are unanimous 
here ; tho indeed the thing 1s ſo evident in all the 
Accounts, Hiſtories and Deſcriptions of the 
Antienut Idolatry, that it is to me the greateſt 
aſtoniſhment in the World, that Men ſhould ap- 
ply it to any other purpoſe. | 

I know there was another fort of 1dolatry intro- 
duced afrerward, the Wor ſhip of Men and Women, 
but I find no ſuch Practice in the Scriptures, but 
take it to have been much more modern, and a 
meer Invention of the vain and lying Greeks ; but 


whenſoever it came in, it was grafted upon 


the old Stock, of giving the Worſhip of the ſu- 
preme God, not only to created, but to mortal Be- 
mgs. | 

py; 8 it were caſte to wander into a large Field 
of Mythologick Myſtery ; but beſides that,I take all 
Mythology to be much more Fable than the literal 
Fable it ſelf : I have reſolved to confine my elf 


rothe Information of the Holy Scriptures, from - 


whence, as we have the moſt infallible Teſtimo- 


ny that can be had, ſoin this caſe we can have no- 


other, all other Writings whatſoever being by 
ſome Thouſands of Years too modern to give any 
' Account from their own Knowledge of thoſe An- 


tient Times.

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And for a more acurate account of this, I ſhall 
refer the Reader to that admirable Book of Dr. 
Fpencers, concerning the Jewiſh Laws and the Rea- 
ſons of them, in which he proves every Minute 
Circumſtance of the ritual and ceremonial Law 
to have been enacted only for the prevention of 
Idolatry or Sun-Worſhip. There any Gentleman 
thar delights in antient Learning, may have his 
glut of Pleaſure and SatisfaCtion ; for belxde the 
great Compaſs and Variety of polite Literature, 
he hath brought Wit, Senſe, Reaſon and Inge- 
nuity into the Symagogue. I will only exemplitic 
the thing in ſome tew Particulars. 

The firſt is the Inſtitution of ſome Rites pe- 
culiar ro God's own Worſhip, both as a Bar to 
preſerve them from any other Worſhip, in which 
thoſe Rires were not us'd, and as an Qbligationto 
bind them the faſter to their Duty to himſelf ; 
among theſe the chicfeſt are Crrcumcifion and the 
Sabbath, which he inſtiruted, as it were, the two 
Sacraments of the Jewiſh Rehgion, or the Wor- 
ſhip of the Creator of Heaven and Earth, to di- 
ſtinguiſh them from their Neighbour Nations, 
who Worſhip only his Creatures. 

With Circumcifion God {xgn'd his Covenane 
with Abraham, which was the firſt Revelarion 
of himſelf againſt Idolatry, and the Foundation of 
the whole Moſatck Law, which was ſeald to, by 


this ſacred Rite of Circumciſion ; fo that with- 
Our 
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out it, they were elteemed no better than ldolaters, 
and an wncrrcumciſed Man fignifies no lefs than an 
Heathen. 

This Reaſon is expreſly given by God himſelf 
at the fir{t Inſtirution of, it in his Covenant with 
Abraham: 1 will eftabliſh)my Covenant between thee ,, _ _ 
and me, and thy Seed after thee in their Generations 10. © 
for an everlaſting Covenant, to be a God unto Thee, 
and to thy ſeed after thee. T his ts my Covenant which 
ye ſhall keep between me and you, and thy ſeed after 
thee, every Male Child among you ſhall be Circumcaſed. 
And you ſhall circumciſe the Fleſl of your Fore-skin, 
and it ſhall be a Token of the Covenant betwixt you and 
me; and therefore the uncircumciſed fhall be cut off 
from bes People, as having broken my Covenant, 1. e. 
renounced the truce Religion, which 1s, as Groteue 
obſerves, not reaſonably to be underſtood of In- 
fancs, but of Men grown-to Years of Underſtand- 
ing, whoſe Parents had neglected that Office in 
their Infancy, and therefore if they did not ſupply 
that. Defect, when they came to Age, it was look- 
ed upon as renouncing the Worſhip of the true 
God, of which this. was the firſt Sacrament or 
Ceremony of Admiſſion into the Jewiſh Church, 
whichalone profeſs d it, and thar is the Reaſon of 
St. Pau/'s Aſlertion, Every Mas that is ctrcumciſed, Gal.s. 3. 
#9 a Debtor to do the whole Law, 1.c. he that willingly 
and knowingly undergoes this initiating Ceremo- 
ay, by Vertue of . that he obliges hunlelf a 
Revs O 
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Exod. 12. 
43. 


Obſervation of the whole Moſaick Law, and all 
things commanded in it. | 

And for this Reaſon no Proſelyte was admitted 
to the Paſchal Feſtival, the moſt facred Solemni- 
ty of the Jewiſh Religion, without Circumci- 
fl1on. When a ſtranger ſhall ſojourn with thee, and 
will keep the Paſsover to the Lord, let all his Males 
be circumciſed, and then let him come near, and keep it, 
and he ſhall be as one that is born m the Land ; for no 
uncircumciſed Perſon ſhall eat thereof. 

This ſeems to be the meaning of that Paſlage, 
Foſhua 5.9. when God commanded Fofhua to cir- 
cumciſe all the People, that were born in the 
Wilderneſs, and that indeed 1s all then living ; 
for thoſe that came out of Egypt were dead, and 
when Joſhua had done it, God tells him, This day 
bave 1 rolled away the Reproach of ESYPc fron off you ; 
the Reproach of Eg ypt was their Idolatry, which 
they had now renounced by the Sacrament. of 
Circumciſion. And accordingly in the Perſecuti- 


1 Mac. 1. On of Antiochus Eprphanes to aboliſh the Jewiſh 
2.15-45,50Religion, and eſtabliſh Idolatry, the Jews are 


commanded to leave their Children uncircumcisd ; 
and the Apoſtates endeayoured to blot out the 
Marks of their Circumciſion; and certain Wo- 
men that had taken care to circumciſe their Chil- 
dren, were put to Death, and the Infants hanged about 
ther Necks. That was the diſtinftive Mark 
through all Ages between a Worthiper- of the 
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true God and an Idolater. So that it was the 
ame thing, not to be circumciſed, and to apo- 
ſtatiſe to Idolatry. | 

The ſecond, and indeed the greateſt Bar of all 
epainſt Idolatry, was the Inſt:tution of the Sabbath 
in memory of Gods Creation of the whole viltble 
World, and for that reaſon this DoCtrine of the 
Sabbath, was reputed as fundamental an Article 
in the Jewiſh Church, as the Doctrine of the 
Croſs in the Chriſtian, becauſe all other Articles 
of their Religion depended upon the belief of 
their God's Creation of the World. 

And therefore when God had given Moſes a 
compleat Body of Laws for his own Worſhip, 
he ratifies, and as it were compriſes them all in a 
vehement and reiterated preſſing that one Law of 
the Sabbath, Exed.31. v.12. to the end of the 
Chapter. And after the Children of 1ſrae/ had 
committed Idolatry in worſhiping the Golden 
Calf, for which God had for ſome time catt them 
oft, he is at laſt prevailed upon by Moſes to re- 
new his Covenant with them upon a new Con- 
tract. Firſt, That they worſhip none of the 
Gods of the Heathen Nations, nor ever uſe any of 
their Rites and Ceremonies. And then that they be 
more careful to obſerve the Paſsover and the Sab- 
bath, Exod. 34. 12. 


And 
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And the Obſervation of the Sabbath is again 
enforced in the very beginning of the next Chap« 
ter, as the Bond and Epitome of the whole Law, 
And Moſes gathered all the Congregation of the Children 
of Iſrael together and ſaid unto them, theſe are the words 
which the Lord hath commanded that ye ſhould do 
them, Six days ſhall work be done, but on the Seventh 
day, there ſhall be to you a Holy day, a Sabbath of reſt 
to the Lord, whoſoever doth work therein ſhall be put-to 
death; As if the Sabbath alone were the whole 
Law, according to that Saying of the Talmud, 
Whoſoever demes the Sabbath, denies the whole Law. 
Becauſe that's an Acknowledgment of the Creator 
of the World, as the Author of the' Moſaick Law. 
And for that reaſon the Almighty upon all occa- 
ſions ſtyles himfelf in Scripture, Creator of Hea- 
ven and Earth, which we (umproperly enough) 
tranſlate Poſſeſſor of Heavenand Farth ; and n- 
deed the Hiſtory of the Creation it ſelf, and the 


' Whole Pentateuch, ſeem to have been written on 


purpoſe to prevent Idolatry, or the Worſhip of 
Created Beings ; and therefore Moſes doth not fet 
down the Creation of the Univerſe in groſs, bur 
of every part by'it ſelf, particularly of the Sun, 
Moon, and Stars. we that is 1n it ſelf a fufft- 
ctent ' Securty again(t giving them that” were 
meer Creatures, the Worſhip that ts only due to 
the Creator. . : 


And 
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- And this ſeems to be the reaſon of the parti- 
cular form of words in the Fourth Cdmmand- 
ment, Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy, for 
en fax days the Lord made Heaven and Earth, and re- 
ſed the ſeventh day; As if he had faid, be ſure 
- that you be particularly mindful of this Command- 
ment of che Sabbath above all others, for it is a 
Day dedicated to the Eternal Memory of the Cre- 
ation, and therefore enjoynd to be obſerv'd every 
Seventh Day, that it may continually bring to 
mind that great work, -and never ſuffer it to decay 
out of thy Memory. 

And from hence it 1s that the Precepts of not 
worſhiping Idols, and obſerving the Sabbath, are 
ſo frequently coupled together in the Scrip- 
eures, as if they were inſeparable. Exed. 23.12, 
13. Six days thou ſbalt do thy work, and on the ſeventh 
day thou ſhalt reſt, and make no mention of the Names 
of other Gods, neither let them be heard out of th 
mouth, Tevit. 19.34. Te ſhall keep my Sabbaths, 1 
am Jehovah your Ged; turn ye not unto Idols, nor make 
to your ſelves molten Gods: I am the Lord your 
God, Levit.26.1,2. Te fhall make ye no Idols, ye ſhall 
keep my Sabbaths., Ezck.20.18,2 o. Walk ye not in 
the latutes of your Fathers, nor defile your ſelves 
with your Idols, and hollow my Sabbaths that are for a 
fren between you and me, that you may know that [ am. 
Zehovab your God ; for thetr hearts went after thery 


als . fo V.2 4. the lluted m Sabbaths. 
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2 King. 16. 
18, 


And as theſe Commands are fo frequently joyn- 
ed togerher, ſo is the violation of them, as if 
they could not be parted, Ezek,20. 16. They pollu- 
ted my Sabbaths,and their eyes were after their Fathers 
Idols. And King Ahaz., when he ſet up Idolatry, 
he in Contempt turn'd the Covert for the Sabbath out 
of the Heuſe of the Lord. 1 MAC. 1. 44. And ma- 
ny of the People conſented to the command of the Kin 
and ſacrificed to Idols, and prophaned the Sabbath. So 
neceſlary was it for the obſervation of the Sab- 
bath, and the Worſhip of the true God, to run 
the ſame Fate, or ſtand and fall together ; becauſe 
the Sabbath was inſtituted in memory of the 
Creation of the World by the true God ; and 


therefore the belief and obſervation of it, was an 


open Defyance to all Idolatry, as the Pfalmiſt 
Prat. $6.5. Joyns them together, All the Gods of the Heathens 


1:2, 


are Idols : But the Lord made the Heayens. 

And this is the diſtinCtive CharaCter that God 
hath. given between himſelf, the only true God, 
and the Heathen Idols or Vanities ; The Gods that 
have not made the Heavens and the Earth ſhall periſh 


Jer. 10. 11, from the Earth, and from under the Heavens. The 


Lord hath made the Earth by his Power, he hath fra- 
med the Univerſe by Ii» Wiſdom, and hath ſtretched 
out the Heavens by his Diſcretion. 

Now the Obſervation of the Sabbath, as in- 
ſtituted in honour of the inviſible Creator of the 
viſible or material World, being the fundamental 
Article 
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Article of Faith in the Jewiſh Church, in oppo- 
ſition to Idolatry, or giving the Worſhip of che 
ſupreme Deity to created Beings, it is for that rea- 
ſon more frequently recited than any other Law, 
and its Breach as Aa puniſhed-as Idolatry ic 
ſelf ; the recital of this Command 1s almoſt half 
of the Law and the Prophets, and the violation 
of it certain Death, as a Crime of the ſame Na- 
ture with Idolatry it ſelf. So evident 1s it through 
the whole Serics of facred Hiſtory that the Sat- 
bath was inſtitured in oppoſition to Mdelatry, and 
that the Idolatry it was oppoſed to, was the Wor- 
ſhip of created Beings as the ſupreme uncreated- 
Deity. 
To conclude this Argument, tho I deſigned: 

to confine my ſelf to the Teſtimony of Ho- _ 
ly Scripture, that is the only competent Witnefs 
inthe caſe ; yet I find ſuch a pregnant Pallage cited 
out of St. Cyri/ of Alexandria to the ſame pur- 
poſe with the Premiſes, from his own Obſerva- 
tron of the Train of Scripture Hiſtory, that it 
were great pity to rob the Reader of fo fair an 
Authority, © After the Iſraelites, (lays he) /eft their gn. 6. de 
& own Country to ſojourn in Egypt, m proceſs of time felt.Paſch.. 
&« they loſt all memory of thetr Anceſtars, and deſcent. 
© from the Line of Abraham ; ſo that therr antient 
© Cuſtoms being worn out by degrees, aud the Religion of 
© their Forefathers diſus d, they were at length —_ 
@ ed by converſation with the Egyptians to [dolatry,and: 

| © gave: 


—_—— 
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© pave the worſhip of the ſupreme God to the Sun, and 
'© under him to the Heavens, Earth, Moon, Stars. 
& And therefore when God delrvered them out of their 
. © Egyptian Bondage, to bring them to the promiſed 
© Land, he peremptorily commands them to diſcard all 
« ther Egyptian Errors ; but becauſe there was need 
&< f an evident ſign, by which they ſhould, as it were, 
© be forced to confeſs, that Heaven was made by his 
« Almighty Power ; and that the Sun, Moon, and 
© Stars,” and all other Beings, were the works of his 
&« hands, he commands the Feſtival of the Sabbath 
© as a Memorial and Imitation of himſelf and his 
© work; and therefore they that devote themſebves to 
& reft as their Creator reſted, by that acknowledge, that 
. © al other things were the produtt of his Power ; aud 
« that ts the nateral deſign of the Sabbath Reſt, to af- 
« feti them with a-ſenſe of the ſupreme Deity, or Cre- 
& ator of all things. © 
' "In the ſecond place, a verygreat and con{1dera- 
ble part of the Moſatck Law was enacted, purely 
in oppoſition to the Old Heathen Rites and Cu- 
{toms. ' Here I omit the Idolatry of the Zabr, 
ſo much of late inſiſted upon by learned Men, 
becauſe I find no antient Footſteps of any ſuch 
_— in the World. | 
e Mahometan Arabic Writers are the firſt that 

make any mentton of them, and their Divinity (as 
the 4rahians deſcribe tt) is a meer -Fanatick R 
fody of Chaldaiſm, or Aſtrolog:ch ldolatry, Judaiſm,

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or the Hiſtory of the Patriarchs turned into Fables ; 
Gnoſitc:ſm, or the _— of Demons and Angels ; 
+ Pythagoriſm, or turning all things into Allegonies, 
and therefore muſt be of a much. younger Date 
than Chriſtianity. 

The firſt time we read of them, is: in the 4/- 
thoran, and Mahomet gives them that name of Zabr, 
becauſe they lay Eattward from rabza, . for fo the 
Word: fignifies Eaſter/zgs : Or. more - probably 
from a Fanatick Imitation of the Old Tefta- 
ment, that frequently and commonly ityles the 
Heathen Idolaters by the Title of the men of the 
Eaſt, i.e. the Chaldeans, who were fituated Eaft- 
ward of 7udea. 

After him we have noaccount of any fuch Na- 
tion as the Zabr, till about Eight Hundred Years 
lince. For the Prophet and his barbarous Fol- 
lowers, as they conquered, deſtroyed all Monu- 
ments of Learning, -till being ſerted m Peace and 
Emprre, (as 15 the manner of all Barbarians) they 
berook themſelves to the humour of Learning, 
and tranſlated Books out' of other Languages, not 
only Greek and Latizi, but -of-their Neigh 

Nations intothetr own Tongue. | 

This is the molt antient Account, after all c 
noiſe that hes been -made-of their extreme Anti- 
quity,/ that- we have of any Zaman Writers;' ſo 
chat ſetting that Modern Nation aſide, the Moſa:ch 
Rites were inſtitured jn appeſttion 'to the more 
01, ? antient 
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antient Idolatry of their Neighbour Nations,parti- 
cularly the Egyptians and the Canaantes, of whom 
there was moit danger by reaſon of their late con- 
verſation with the one, and their new converſation 
with the other. And therefore againſt theſe God 
arms them witha ſpecial Caution, After the doings 
of the Land of Egypt, wherem ye dwelt ſhall ye not do ; 
and afier the doings of the Land of Canaan, whether 
I bring you, ſhall ye not do ; neither ſhall ye walk m 
ther Ordimances. 

Thus contrariety of the Jews to the Laws and Cu- 
{toms of all other Nations is made uſe of by Haman 
to King Ahaſuerue to procure their DeſtruCtion ; 
Eſther 3.8. And Haman ſaid unto King Abaſuerusthere 
75 a certain People ſcattered abroad,and diſperſed amon 
the People in all the Provinces of thy Kingdom, an 
their Laws are drvers from all People, neither keep 
they the Kings Laws ; and rind 20 zt Is not for 
the King's Intereſt to ſuffer them. If it pleaſe the 
Keng, let it be written'that they may be deſtroyed. 

This is perpetually objected by Manetho the 
Egyprian Prieſt again{t the Jews, that they aim- 
at nothing ſo much in the Rites of their Reli- 
gion, as to affront and reflect Defiance upon the 
Egyptian [evotion. And fo Tacitus his account 
of = is this -; Moſes ut ſubt in poſterum Judeorum 
gentem firmaretno'vos ritus contrarioſque ceterts mort a- 
libus indidit ; Prophana illts omnza,que apud nos ſacra ; 
rurſum conceſſa apud illos, wr] nobis inceſia. Mo, 
that 
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that he mught the better confirm the Jewiſh Nation to 
himſelf, mſtituted new Rites, contrary to the cuſtoms 
of the reſt of Mankind ; what is moſt ſacred with us, 
1s moſt prophane with them ; and what with us ts eſteem- 
ed moſs abominable, is allowed to them as lawful and 
znnocent. | 

* This 65 the certain ground of that known uni- 
verſal contempt and hatred of all other Nations 
againſt the Jews: And fo that Paſlage in Jere- 
miah, Cap. 12. Ver. 9. 1s applyed by Grotus to 
ox? Mie Heritage ts unto me as a ſpeckled 
Bird ; the Birds round I her are againſt her : Mine 
Inheritance ts become like a ſtrange Bird, and is purſued 
by all the Birds of the Field ; As when a Bird of a 
{trange Colour, happens to conſort with other 
Birds, it 1s natural for them all to ſet upon it ; 
and this was the caſe of the Jews in reference to 
all their Neighbour Nations. 

It were an endleſs work to recite all che Rites 
peculiar to the Jews, and inſtituted in contradi- 
Ction to the Cuſtoms of their Neighbours, when 
it 15 the only reaſon that runs through almoſt all 
their Law, even to the boiling of a Kid or Lamb 
in its Dams Milk ; to the ſowing of divers Seeds 
together ; plowing with an Ox andan Aſs; wear- 
ing Linſey Woolley, exc. And therefore I ſhall 
only inſtance in- two remarkable particu- 
lars. 
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The Inſtitution of the Paſover : And the 
Law againſt Sacrificing in High Places, both 


which are enjoynd as moſt effeCtual Remedies a- 


Exod. 12.3. 


Exod. 8.26. 


gainſt idolatry. 

The Paſsover was the firſt Law inſtituted 
by God, at, or upon their Deliverance. out of 
Egypt. In the Tenth day of this Month, they ſhall 
take to them every Man a Lamb, a Male of the firſt 
Tear, according to the Houſe of their Fathers. In 
the Obſervation of this great Solemnity, as it is 
there preſcribed, every the moſt minute Cicum- 
{tance is an expreſs defiance to the Egyptian Fol- 
lies. Firſt, the Paſchal Lamb mult be a Male 
2 year old, that is, a young Ram ; and that was 
the greateſt Afﬀfront that could be put upon the 
Ee yptians, that held a Ram not only in religious 
elteem, but the moſt Sacred of all their Holy An:- 
mals in more antient times, as the Symbol of the 
Sun entring the Sign Ar:es, and beginning the 
New Year : And afterwards of Jzpiter Ammon, 
whom the Greeks _ upon the Stock of the 
Old Egyprian Idol of the Sun. 

Now upon the account of the Sacredneſs of 
theſe Animals, they qever offered auy of their 
Species in Sacrifice. And hence when Pharoah 
bid Moſes go Sacrifice tothe Lord in the Land of 


Egypt, Moſes anſwers, that they dare not, Becauſe 
tt would be an Abomination to the Egyptians, ſo that 


they would ſtone them ; that 1s, it would be a Pro- 
wel phaneneſs 
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phaneneſs and open Aftront to the Religion of the 
Eg yptians if they ſhould offer in Sacrifice (accord- 
ing to the cuſtom of their Fore-fathers) thoſe very 
Animals. that the Eg yptans had conſecrated to the 
Honour of their Gods. And for the fame reaſon 
they are commanded to Sacrifice the Paſsover with 


a young Bullock, as well as a young Ram, out of Deut.16. 2. 


the Flock, or ont of the Herd, as the Scripture ex- 
preſſes it. And when King Foftah kept, after a 


long intermiſſion, a moſt ſolemn Paſlover, befides 2Chron.2s, 


Lambs and Kids, he gave to the Pcople 3 0007: 


Bullocks. 

Now next.to a Ram the Bullock was the moſt 
Sacred of all the Holy Animals, and therefore 
made the ſecond Sign in the Zodzack, And there- 
fore when the Greeks, or later Egyptians, gave the 
firſt Symbol to Jupiter Ammon, their Supreme 
God, they gave the ſecond to Ofyris, by them 
commonly called 4p:s ( not underſtanding chat 
that word only f1gnifyed the Image, not the Dei- 
ty) fo that here Taczuvs his Malice 1s not much in 
the wrong ; Ceſo Artete velut in contumeliam Amme- 
ws, Bos quoque tmmolatur, quem Eg yptu Apim vocant. 
They ſacrifice a Ram im Affront to Ammon, and a 
Bullock in Afﬀront to Oſyris. Beſide, it muſt be a 
Male, not a Female, becauſe the Egyptians and 
Heathens (who indeed generally followed the 
Egyptian Cuſtoms, eſpecially the Greeks) ufed on- 


ly Females in their Sacrifices.

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But the moſt obſervable circumſtance in this 
whole Solemnity, is the time of its Celebration ; 
Exod.12.z5he Lamb was to be ſolemnly fer apart for the 
Sacrifice on the Tenth Day of the Month, ill 
the Fourteenth, becauſe on the Tenth Day, 
on which the Sun entred the Sign Artes, began 
the great Feſtival of Aries, or the New Year ; 
ſo that beginning the Jewiſh Paſsover at the ſame 
time, it was a manifett Triumph over the Egyp- 
rian Deity, by cutting the Throat of the poor 
Beaſt, with as much Solemnity as the Egyptians 
at that very time worſhipd it. 
And for the fame reaſon a Cow that was facred 
to 1js, or rather to ſome more antient Deity, 1 
Num. 19. lupy e the Moon,was commanded to be driven out 
of the Camp, and burnt as an unclean Beaſt ; 
and fo becauſe the Eg yptians addreſſed their Wor- 
ſhip to a Goar,as the Symbol of ſome Deity, pro- 
bably the Sun in that Sign, God commanded 
the ſews to make uſe chiefly of Goats in their 
Expaatory Sacrifices, and particularly the Scape 
Goat, laden with all the Sins, and all the Curſes 
of the People 5 and hence the Iſrae/ztes were 
{tri&tly forbidden to Sacrifice to Goats, which 
we tranſlate Devils : And they ſhall no more offer 
Sacrifice to Devils, ( mis 294398 ) to Goats, after 
whom they have zone a whoring. This ſhall be a 
Statute for ever unto them throughout thetr Genera- 
tONs.

But 
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Buc to return to' the Paſchal Ram, all the cir- 
cumſtances of the Inſtitution carry a remarkable 
{1gnificancy in them : Thus when they are com- 
manded to beſmear the - Side-poſts, and upper 
Door-poſts or Lintal of 'every Houſe : What 
could have been a - more publick Contempt of 
the Egyptian Religion, when by it they declared, 
that the Almighty Power that had prov it ſelf 
by fo many. Miracles and Judgments, eſpecially 
this Laſt in the Death of the . Firſt-born, com- 
manded to put all manner of contempt upon thoſe 
Creatures that were conſecrated to the Worſhi 
of their Gods, and to leave thoſe Bloody Poſts 
to the Egyptians, as Monuments of- their baffled 
Deities? | 

And tho I hive no Reverence to the Authori- 
ty of the Jewiſh Rabbies in the account of anti- 
ent times, being not only very trifling, but very 
modern Writers ; yet there 1s cited an excellent 
Paſlage out of R. Abraham Seba, that I cannot 
omit to recite, not for its Authors fake, but 
its own. © The Egyptians began the computation of 
« therr Months from the ttme that the Sun entred Art- 
C 7 - and this whole Month was celebrated with extra- 
&« ordinary Feſtival Solemnity, and was more ſacred 
«© than all the Months of the year befide. God there- 
&« fore defugning to ſet his Peoply, at as great a diſtance 
&« as could be from the Cuſtoms of the Heathens, com- 
G& manded them to begin the year; not from the Full 

| « Moon 
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© Moon, as the Egyptians did, but from the firſt day 
© of the Month ; and whereas the Egyptians ſpa- 
© red their Cattle, and durſt not ſo much as eat 
& Rams Fleſh, therefore they are commanded to kll, 
© roaſt, and eat it ; ſo that whereas they offer Incenſe 
© tort, and perform their Solenua Devottons before it, 
© theſe are commanded in contempt to ſprinkle the Blood 
& of this moſt Holy Animal upon the very Threſhold 
© of thetr Houſes. So far the Doctor. 

So again they are commanded not to eat the 
Paſchal Ram raw, in oppoſition to the Cuſtoms 
of the antient and barbarous Heathen Nations, 
who cat all their Sacrifices raw, eſpecially at their 
{igning . of Covenants and Treaties of Peace ; 
and that is the original Reaſon of the Command 
to abſtain from Blood. 

Thea it 1s to be eaten in ore Houſe, not to be 
eaten abroad in ſolemn Pomp and Proceſhon, as 
the Heathen Prieſts did their raw Sacrifices. Nor 
a Bone of it to be broken, becauſe the Heathen Prieſts 
im their pretended holy Rage were wont to tear 
their Sacrifices in pieces with their Teeth. The 
Head with the A and Purtenance to be eaten,becauſe 
the Heathens only eat the V:ſcera, or Inwards, no- 
thing of «t to remam till the morning, leſt it ſhould 
be abusd to-ſuperſtitious uſes, as the Heathens 
did the Relicks of their Sacrifices, who ſold them 
to the People as a Charm againſt Diſeaſes and ill 
Luck. EPEET] | 
All 
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All which circumitances. are molt particularly 
remarkable in the Bacchanal:a, or great Feſtival 
of Bacchus, that the Greeks \tole out of Eg Wh, 
as well as all their other Superſtitions,as the moſt 
learned of them confefs : And concerning the Bac- 
chana{ia 1n particular,. Herodotus tells us by whom 
they were fir{t brought out of Egypt. into Greece, 
vV:2,. the famous Phylitian Me/ampus. | 

Laſtly, the Paſsover was not to be ſoddeu nl ater, 
becauſe the Eg yptzavs and Swans always boil their 
Sacrifices, eſpecially ro Horus or the Suz ; and for 
that reaſon it 1s, that this little circumſtance is fo 
often urged, and fo ſtrictly obſervd. And this 
is particularly objected. by Manetho the. Egyptian 
againſt the Jews, that chey were not-content only 
to deſtroy their iv (3a, their Conſecrated Animals, 
but conſumed them by Fire, as it 'were burning 
their Gods in Eftigie. | 

Theſe are the great Reaſons, why the Divine 
Law-giver laid fo much treſs _= this Solem- 
nity, and all the circumſtances belonging to it, 
when it was the grand 'Diagnoſtick, or diſtin- 
guiſhing Character between the Worſhipers of 
the true God, and. of created Deities. 

And therefore upon all Apoſtaties of the Peo- 
ple fromtheir Religion,it was the. Cuſtom of their 
pious Princes to recall them, by reviewing and re- 
newing the Laws of the Paſchal Feſtival. So Ze- 


frab, when he ſer himſelf to aboliſh all Relicks of 
Beek Idolatry, 
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 Idolatry, and eſtabliſh the Worſhip of the true 
God for ever: He commanded all the People, ſaying; 


Keep the Paſsover unto the Lord your God; as it ©s 
written in the. Book, of the Covenant. Surely there 


was not holden ſuch a Paſsover from the days of the 


Fudges that Judged Iſrael, nor of the Kings of Zudea. 
1 hat was an undenyable Proof of their com- 
plete Reformation. : 
The ſecond Law enjoynd in oppolition to 
_—_— Idolatry, is that againſt facriticing upon 
High Places, which were Egyptian Altars built 
in the form of High Towers, that they mighr 
make nearer approaches to the Sun in their Devo- 
tions. And «9M God, on the contrary, com- 
mands the 1{raelztes to ſacrifice ro himſelf upon a 
low Altar of Earth, Exod. 20. 24, 26. without 
ſteps or ſtairs; which Laws were given either 
with, or immediately after .the Ten Command- 
ments, as it ſeems of equal weight with them. 
So that to offer Sacrifices upon High Places, is 
always repreſented in.Scripture as a very high ACt 
of Idolatry ; and to deſtroy the High Places in 
Scripture as. an eminent ACt. of Reforma- 
tion, which muſt be underſtood of Towers, 
not of Mountains, that are not fo ealily demoli- 
ſhed. So Levit. 26. 3c. 1 will deſtroy your High 
Places, and cut down your Images, [ or Chamanim? 
and caſt your Carcaſes upon the Carcaſes f your. Idols, 
and my Soul ſhall abhor you. So Numbers 22. 41. 
= Balak 


— 
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Balack took Balaam and brought him up into the Heeh 
Places,or Pullars, as the Septuagint always render it 
by Ang of Baal, that thence be might ſee the utmoſt 
part of the People. So Numb.33.52. Te ſhall drive 
out all the Inhabitants of the Land before you, deſtroy all 
ther Pifkures and Molten Images, and pluck down all 
therr High Places. 

In the Hiſtorical and Prophetick Writings, Ids- 
latry isalmoſt every where expreſt by Sacrificing or 
Worſhiping in High Places. The Idol Prieſts are 
ſtyled Prieſts of the High Places. | 

This, lays Herodotus, was the received Cuſtom 
of the antient Nations, and of this Nature were 
the Egyptian Pyramids ; and that which is (till 
ſtanding is built in the form of an Alcar, z.e. a four 

uare Plane, ten Cubits broad on every fide, (nor 
as it is vulgarly ſupposd,a Point or Spire) to which, 
the Prieſt advanced by 250 Aſcents, which Hero- 
dotur, that viewed them above 2000 years ago, 
fays, were ſo many leſſer Altars. Byt that the 
Pyramids were ſuppoſed in the more ——_ Times, 
to have been antient Altars, is evident from that 
known Verſe of Lucas.

There are Monuments of this antient Cuſtom 
ſtill remaining in the Weſt Indzes. Gage in his Sur- 
vey, deſcribes ſuch a Tower in the middle of the 
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1 King, 22. 
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great Temple at Mexzco, of an 180 Aſcents, where 
their Prieſts offered all their Sacrifices, 

In ſhort, the People of Iſrael were ſo fond of 
theſe High Altars, that ſome Princes, who would 
have-demoliſht them as pieces of Idolatry, were 
forced to perſiſt for fear of popular Tumults and 
Seditions. So ſa in his Reformation, when he 
burnt their Idols, could not remove their High 
Places.So Jehoaſh could do every thing,but remove 
the High Places. So Amaxzah was forced to leave 
them behind him: fo his Son Azariab : and when 
they were demoliſhed by Hezekzab,and ſome of the 
more pious Princes, they were ever firſt reſtored 
at the Peoples return to [delatry. 

And agreeable to what is here repreſented is the 
Reaſon annexed to the Divine Law, /eſt ye diſco- 
Ter your nakedneſs ; which words, tho they may 
be literally taken, yet according to the Language 
of Scripture inthis matter, they have a much high- 
er meaning, 2.e. leſt you commit Holatry or Adul- 
tery with other Gods, and expoſe your ſhame and 
nakedneſs by playing the Harlot upon your High 
Places: Theſe two things, dolatry and Adulte- 
ry being ſo frequently joyned together in Scripture, 
as the ſame Crime. 

Thus far, to mention no. more, it pleaſed God 
to provide againſt 1de/atry, by enaCting ſpecial 
Laws in duect nns"<A to the Heathen 


» Rites. 


When 
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When God had caſherd the more rank and 
notorious ACts of Heathen Worſhip, he retained 
ſome of their more innocent Rites,elpecially thoſe 
that were derived from the antient Patriarchs, be- 
fore the later Corruptions were crept in, leſt if 
God had given a Law altogether new, and abo- 
liſhed all their Old Cuſtoms, People that are al- 
ways fond of the Ufſages of their Fore-fathers, 
ſhould rather have revolted tothe Heathen Idola- 
try, than ſubmit themſelves to ſucha new and un- 
couth Religion ; and therefore out of condeſcen- 
tion to their rudeneſs and weakneſs, God per- 
mitted them to retain ſeveral of their former 
Rites and Ceremonies in his new Worſhip, that 
by that Indulgence he might win them more eaſt- 
ly to embrace his new Inſtitution. 

And this ſeems to be the Grammatical Senſe of 
St. Pauls Expreſſhon, That God ſuffered therr Man- 
ners in the Wilderneſs Forty Tears, where the word 
Teompiply ſuffered, 15 taken from the Uſe or Lan- 
guage of Mothers or Nurſes, that are forced to 
humour and comply with the little Follies of 
their Children by any way to pleaſe them. 

In alluſion to this word, God was pleaſed to 
expreſs his Treatment of the Children of 1ſrae/, 
who knowing the weakneſs of their rude and 
childiſh Underſtandings,  rves and indulged 
them to enjoy not a few of their former Conceits 


together with his own Divine Law. |

of them'they ſhould pra to 7 bs | 

And becauſe theſe Cuſtoms were. common to 
ey ews with the reſt of the World, therefore 

_ 2s call'd the Elements of the World,and weak 

beggarly Elements, and carnal Ordinances, 
has were imposd and born with till the tune of 
Reformation, in the Apoſtolical Writings, when 
they would beat down the value of the Moſeick 
Law. 

But to omit the reſt,I ſhall only init upon the 
Cherubim, that God commanded to be placed over 
. the Ark, and all Divine Worſhip to be directed 
towards them, 4nd thou ſhalt make two Cherubims 
of Gold, of beaten-work ſhalt thou make them, in the 
tawo ands of the Mercy ſeat, &c. That 
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That they were Statues or Images is out of 
doubr by their Deſcription, but of what particu- 
lar Form is matter of Controverſie among 'learned 
Men ; tho what ever they were, I am not con- 
cerned; it is enough that they were Images uſed 
in the Worſhip of God, and then the uſe of 
Images is not in it ſelf Ido/atry. pl 

That the Word originally and properly {1gnifies 
an Ox, is evident from Exekze!, who uſes the 
Words promiſcuouſly, Chap. r. 1 0. As for the like- 
neſs of their Faces, They four had the Face of a 
Man, and the face of a Lyon on the Right ſide, and they 
four had the face of an Ox on the left fade, they four 
alſo had the face of an Eagle : but Chap. 16.14 the 
ſame things are thus deſcribed, And every one had 
our faces ; the firft Face ' was the face of a Che- 
rub, the ſecond the face of a Man, the third of a Ly- 
on, and the fourth of an Eagle And as an Ox or a 
Cherub was uſed by the Antients as a Symbol of 
Strength or Power, ſo thence came they to {1gnifie 
the thing it ſelf ; fo God tells the King of Tyre, 


that .he 'was his anomnted Cherub, 1. e, that he had Ezex. 28; 


made him great and powerful. I 4. 

Hence whenever God in Scripture is ſaid: to 
ſit upon, or dwell between the Cherubrms, it is 
when his Power particularly is repreſented. Thus 
when the Iſrael:tes were defeated by the Phil:ſtzns, 
they agree at a Council of War to ſend for the 
Ark of God to fave them out of the —_ of 

elr: 
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r Sam.4- 3, their Enemies. So the People ſent to Shiloh, that 
” they might bring from thence the Ark of the Covenant 
of the Lord of Hoſts, who dwelleth between the Che- 

rubims. So King Hezekab in his Diſtreſs calling 

upon the Divine Protection and Deliverance from 

his Enemy ; And Hezekiah prayed before the Lord, 

2 King. 19. and ſaid, O Lord God of Iſrael, that dwelleft between 
> the Cherubims, thou alone art God of all the Kingdoms 
of the Barth. So Plal.99.1. The Lord reyneth, let 

the People tremble ; be futteth between the Cherubims, 

' let the Barth be moved. 

And for this reaſon were theſe ſacred Images 
placed over the Ark, as the Symbols or Hiero- 
glyphicks, to repreſent the Preſence of the Divine 
Majelly ; ſo that as the rk is ſtyled God's Foot- 
ſtool, the Cherubims are called his Throne : And fo 
when the Ark and Cherubims were brought into 
the Temple, this Anthem was ſung : Lift xp your 
Heads, O ye Gates, and be ye lifted up, ye everla- 

Pſal.24-78. 2zng Doors, and the King of Glory ſhall come in : Who 
is this King of Glory ? the Lord of Hoſts, the Lord 
ſtrong and mighty, the Lord mughty in Battle. 

In ſhort, theſe Images were the moſt ſacred 
things in all the Jewiſh Religion; what they 
were, I will not determine ; ſome will have them 
to have been Statues of Beautiful Youths (as they

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conclude them,as they ſuppoſe with good Authori- 
ty from the Scriptures, not to have been any one 
certain Form, but mixt of ſeveral Forms, in 
which that of a Bullock had the biggeſt ſhare ; 
but compounded of theſe four ſhapes, a Man's 
Face, an Eagles Wings, a Lyons Back, an Oxes 
or Bullocks Thighs and Feet. As they are deſcri- 
bed inthe fore cited Chapters of Ezekel, 1.& 10. 
And to this no doubt St. Fobn alludes in his Viſion 
of the Four. Beaſts, Rev.4. 6, 7. Round about the 
Throne were four Beaſts ; and the firſt Beaſt was. like 
a Lyon, and the ſecond like a Calf, and the third 
bad a face as a Man, and the fourth was like a flying 
Eagle. And they reſt not day and night, ſaying, Holy, 
Holy, Holy, Lord God Almighty, which was, and is, 
and is to come. 

In Alluſion, tis no doubt, to the repreſentati- 
on of the immediate Divine Preſence in-the Ark 
by th2 Cherubims, that were'made up of theſe 
four Beaſts, that were probably pitcht upon, be- 
cauſe of that great preheminence that they hold a- 
bove all other Orders of Creatures. A: Man for 
Underſtanding, an Eagle for Swiftneſs, a Lyon 
and a Bull for Strength. 

But what ever To were, they were facred, 
Images ſet up by God himſelf in the place of his 
own Worſhip ; and he was ſo far from forbidding 
the uſe of Images in it, that he would not be wor- 
ſhiped without them. 

b This 
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This is the true Account of Ho/atry, as it 15 
ſtated in the Scripture from the grand Deſign of 
the Moſaick Law, to reſtore the Worſhip of the 
true inviſible God, the Creator of Heaven and 
Earth, in oppoſition to the Idols, or created Dei- 
ties of the Heathen World, and by all wiſe Arts 
and Methods to keep them loyal to himſelf: And 
this gives us the true Rationale of the Moſaick Law, 
inwhich-every particular Rite had ſome regard 
to Molatry. So that the Breach of any one ceremo- 
nial Law was a degree of it ; and to boila Kid in 
its Mothers Milk was 1do/atry, as well as to offer 
Sacrifice to the S*n, becauſe che Heathens uſed 
that form of Ceremony in the Worſhip of thac 
God. 
| God did not think it ſufficient for their ſecurity 
to forbid them the Worſhip of this falfe God, bur 
every minute Circumſtance that belonged co it, 
leſt by degrees they might be reconciled to it. 
And therefore God calls himfelf upon all occa- 
ftrons a jealour God, and oftentimes a jral/our Huſ- 
bazd, to Itt them know, that they muſt not on- 
ly avoid 1dolatry it ſelf, but all the leaft appea- 
rances. and ſuſpicions of it by Heathen Com- 
plrances. 


Now if 'we compare this antient”Tdolatry of 
the Jews, with that of late charged by ſome men 


upon 
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upon all Chriſtians of the Roman Communi- 
on, I know not which will appear greateſt, the 
Malice. or: the, Folly of the Charge. It con- 
tilts of theſe three Heads.

But Images do 'the Roman Catholiques 
worſhip ?.'

Or do they attempt to make a Sim- 
litude of the true God, or uncreated Dryie Nature 2 
That is the other part of Idolatry, and the Scrip- 
ture knows no more ; therefore however ſuper{ti- 
tious they may be in their uſe of Images, yet they 
| cannot 
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cannot be guilty of 1do/atry, but upon one of 
theſe two Accounts, which no Man was ever yet 
{o hardy as to charge upon that Church. 

Till therefore it be proved that they worſhip 
Images of falfe Gads as the Supreme Dezttes, or 
that they worthip the true God by Corporeat Images 
and Repreſentations of his Divine Nature, there 
15 ne Footing for [do/atryin Chrittendom. 

As for the Adoration of the Hoſt, when they 
can prove tis given to it either as a Symbol of a 
falſe God, or the Pifure of the true one, howſo- 
ow faulty ic may be otherwiſe, it can be no Ido- 

try. 

And as for the Invocation of Saints, unleſs 
they worſhip them as the Supreme God, the Charge 
of Idelatry is an idle Word, and the Adoration 
it ſelf chat is given to them as Saints, 1s a direct 
Proteſtation againſt Idolatry, becauſe it fuppoles a 
Superiour Deity, and that Suppolition cuts off the 
very being of 1dlatry. 

But to give an Account of their precarious 
Notions of Wolatry, and their more precarious 
ways 'of provipg it, would ſwell to Volumes ; 
an therefore at preſent I ſhall diſmiſs the Argu- 
ment, and ſhall only obſerve what a Barbarous 
Thing it is to make the Lrves, Fortunes and Liberties 
of the Engliſh Nob:/:ty and Gentry to depend upon 
ſuch Trifles and Crudities, by remarking the un- 
heard of and unparallal'd Penglties that are annexed 
to ſo {lender a Law, v:z.

This was thought the utmoit Severity in the 
Zealous days of Queen Elizabeth ; but alaſs !

gentle Moderation of our Fore-fathers ; but now 
we mult ſuffer all theſe, with many more, to 
the loſs of our Berth-rights, and all Benefits of Law, 
for no higher AC&t of Recuſancy, than not ſwear- 
ing tothe Truth of Dr. St's Unlearned and Fanatique 
Notion of Idolatry ; for that in reality is the bottom 
of all this Miſchief and Madneſs. 

And as it is advanced among us into ſo bloody a 
Charge ; I cannot but declare my utter Abhorrence 
both of that, and its Abetters, as ſworn Enemies 
to the Peace of Chriſtendom ; and in the Reſulr 
of all, I find, That Idolatry made the Plot, and that 
the Plot made Idolatry, and that the ſame Perſons 
made both.
